Bucyrus, O., October 23.—The peculiar 
situation is presented in Ohio of the two 
parties not only differing on issues, but 
also as to what are the issues. At the 
republican opening at Delaware last Sat- 
urday none of the five speakers referred 
to state issues. At the democratic open- 
ing of the campaign here today state 
issues were paramount in all of the six 
speeches of the afternoon and of the same 
number at the night meeting. Nearly all 
the speakers denounced today what they 
called “firing from behind the tomb of 
McKinley.” 

Colonel Kilbourne compared the plat- 
forms and discussed both state and. na- 
tional issues, as did also Charlies W. 
Baker, who is considered the democratic 
eandidate for senator. Baker opened, 
saying the republicans favored a canal 
in Nicaragua while they had allowed the 
Ohio canals to go.to electric traction 
companies without compensation. He 
stated that the republican leaders were. 
seeking to divert attention from Ohio at- 
fairs by discussing foreign questions.

DENOUNCED AS A TRAITOR 


Bitter Telegrams from England Re- 
ceived by Redmond—Leaves for 
United States. 


Cork, October 23.—John Redmond, mem- 
ber of parliament, in the course of the 
general reply which he made here yes- 
terday to the numerous addresses pre- 
sented to him, previous to his depart- 
ure for the United States, laid particu- 
lar stress on his contention that his mis- 
sion to America could be taken as a 
proof that the reunion which had occurred 
in Ireland had also occurred in the United 
States. and that England hereafter will 
have to fight the wcrld-wide Lrish race of 
20,000,000, “whose action is only limited 
to one consideration, namely, that all 
means were honorable and just in the 
sight of God and who preferred to be 
linked to the meanest:free country on 
earth than to the British empire.’’ 

Mr. Redmond also said tht his mis- 
sion was to show England that she would 
have to count hereafter on a united Irish 
race, backed by the public opinion and 
the support and sympathy of 20,000,000 of 
free people in the American republic. To- 
day public opinion in every civilized na- 
tion was against England, and one of his 
objects in going to America was to prove 
to the English statesmen that the public 
opinion of the world was upon the side 


opinion of the American nation, of the 
leading American statesmen and of all po- 
litical parties was in complete sympa- 
thy with Ireland's demands for freedom. 
He would be able to tell their brethren 
in America of the unity, solidarity and 
courage of the Irish people at home. 

Mr. Redmond was escorted to the rail- 
road station on his way to Queenstown 
tonight by a large crowd of admirers car- 
rying torches and headed by bands of 
Tar barrels were flaming along 
the route. John Dillon and Timothy Har- 
rington were among those present at the 
railroad station. 

The scene at the station was one of 
extraordinary enthusiasm. A large 
crowd with bands swept down the bar- 
riers erected to exclude the public from 
the platform, planted: flaming tar barrels 
in front of th esaloon carriage in which 
Mr. Redmond was seated and played “God 
Save Ireland’ and “The Star Spangled 
Banner."’ 

Addressing the crowd from the platform 
of the car, Mr. Redmond referred to the 
attacks which The London Globe had to 
apologize for last session at the bar of 
parliament, characterizing these as ‘‘scur- 
rilous attacks upon the Irish party.”’ 

“And now, boilirg with rage,’ he ex- 
clagned, “this paper is grossly insulting 
our brethren in America and asserting 
that we are going to the United States to 
get subscriptions from American murder 
clubs. 

“This shows the blind, unreasoning 
natred ‘and opinion held by representa- 
tives of the British gov:'$nment, notwith- 
standing the fact that through the long 
list of officials and public men in Amer-’ 


ica, from the presidency down, there 
have been representatives of our race.” 


Among a variety of addresses and com- 
munications which Mr. Redmond re- 
ceived today have been telegrams from 
different parts of England, denouncing 
him as a traitor.

Bos Davis said he never heard John L. 
Powers tell Enoch Mays at the Brush 
creek church, in Knox county, that Goe 
bel was to ba killed. 

N. J. McDaniel testified that after Goe- 
bel was shot he heard Dr. Robinson, of 
Frankfort, gay: 

“Let's get: gunk and kill Taylor and 
every white republican on the square.” 
State Senator,.J.. B. Huff said when 
Goebel was shot he was coming out of the 
agricultural building. He contradicted 
Colonel Jack Chinn, who said he remain- 
ed at Goebel’s side. Senator Huff said 
when he saw Colonel Chinn he was on 
the steps of the state house a good dis- 
tance fram Goebel. 

Colonel C. C. Mengel and Colonel D. 
Ww. Gray, officers of the First regimeni, 
Kentucky state guards, testified that by 
previous arrangement the words “all 
right” sent to them in a telegram by Ad- 
Jutant General D. R. Collier meant that 
the regiment should be brought to Frank- 
fort with its.full equipment 

C. O. Reynolds, former registrar of 
the land office, swore that W. H. Cul- 
ton told him he had a contract with the 
commonwealth whereby he was not to be 
prosecuted.

PACKING PLANT JN- FLAMES 


Four Departments of the Hammond 
Company Destroyed. 


LOSS ABCUT HALF A MILLION 


— 
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Entire Plant Seemed To Be Doomed, 
and Engines Were Rushed 
from Chicago. 


Chicago, October 2?3.—Fire attacked the 
packing houses of the G. H. Hammond 
Company, at Hammond, llls., tonight and 
within an hour gained such headway that 
‘he destruction of the plant was feared. 
The Hammond fire department and the 
private fire fighting company of the pack- 
ing company were unable to cope With 
the flames, and an emergency call was 
sent to Chicago and South Chicago. Four 
engines from the Chicago department 
were doaded upon a special train on the 
Fort Wayne road and hurried over clear- 
ed tracks to the burning district. Aid 
was also sent from South Chicago. 

The fire began at the south end of 
plant in an old frame house used as 
beel killing department. In an houf 
car shops, oiling rooms, beef killing de- 
partmeftt and blacksmith shop were de- 
stroyed. It then seemed that the fire 
had burned itself out, but in a few min- 
utes the four-story brick building con- 
taining the cooling rooms, one of the 
largest buildings of the plant, wag burn- 
ing. At 10 p. m. the fire was ‘wurning 
fiercely and the loss up to that time was 
estimated at $400,000 

The packing company's plant covérs 15 
acres. Bighteen hundred men are em- 
ployed in the cooling department. 

The fire was got under control at 11:30 
o’clock after four departments had been 
destroyed. Loss $500,000.

The demonstrations of the day occurred 
while Johnson, Baker, Norton and others 
madé their charges of injustice and neg- 
lect in state affairs. 

They Hooted Lentz. 

Among those on the Kilbourne excur 
sion train from Columbus was Congress- 
man John J. Lentz, who opposed the 
nomination of Kilbourne. Lentz was ac- 
companied by Mayor Hinkle, of Colum- 
bus, and members of his cabinet. Some 
of the enthusiasts charged that Lentz 
had been opposing Kilbourne and at- 
tempted to put him off the train. Al- 
though the yells ‘“‘Put him off!’ were 
kept up for some time, Congressman 
Lentz remained in line and participated 
in the proceedings of the day. 

The parade of clubs did not reach the 
speakers’ stand until 2:45 p. m., and then 
the Columbus Glee Club was first intro- 
duced, followed with speeches by Hon. 
M. A. Daugherty, chairman of the state 
committee; -General E. B. Finley, pre- 
siding official; Colonel James Kilbourne, 
Mayor Tom L. Johnson, Hon. Anthony 
Howells and Hon. Charles Baker. The 
speaking lasted till 5:10, when a recess 
was taken before the night meeting. 
Among the distinguished guests on the 
platform was Congressman Lentz, who, 
during the parade, rode in the same car- 
riage with Chairman Daugherty, Mayor 
Johnson, of Cleveland, and Mayor Hin- 
kle, of Columbus.

Nominee Kilbourne’s Speech. 
Colonel Kilbourne said in part: 
“However much President Roosevelt 

may be inclined to follow the suggestions 
of President McKinley in his Buffalo 
speech, the trusts, with their controlling 
interest in the party, will stand in the 


way and prevent the freer trade which 


the best interests of our country de- 
mand. 

“But the death knell of the high pro- 
tective tariff, which is robbing the many 
for the benefit of the few. was sounded 
by President McKinley in these words: 
‘The period of exclusiveness is past.’ 
The American people will proceed in the 
direction he pointed out and will con- 
tinue to go forward until the true and 
perfect reciprocity advocated by the de- 
mocracy is established in trade with all 
the nations of the earth, mnhampered 
by tariff restrictions, excepting such 
as may be necessary for the purpose of 
revenue only. 

‘The democratic party wages no war 
against wealth. It is not the poor man’s 
party nor the rich man’s party—it is the 
people’s party. It believes that the in- 
terests of labor and capital should not be 
permitted to conflict and should be har- 
monized by judicious legislation, but that 
in the event of conflict between them, 
labor, which is the parent of wealth, is 
entitled to paramount consideration. It 
opposes monopoly, not only because it is 
unjust and oppressive, but because it is 
destructive of equality: but it would not 
legislate to check the legitimate opera- 
tion of our great incvetries. 


Wants Wealth Taxed. 


“Tt believes in taxing the wealth rather 
than the labor of the country, and it op- 
poses all subsidies, trusts and monopolies 
as hostile to the interests of the great 
body of the common people. 

“It believes that the policy now being 

ursued by the republican administration 
n the Philippines is subversive of our 
free institutions, and ‘imperiis the na- 
tional safety without promoting the na- 
tional welfare,’ and that, if persisted in,

Chile Makes Objection. 


Technical Dbjections were at once raised | 


by the delegation of Chile on the ground 
that as the congress Was not yet organ- 
ized, it Was not competent to take the ac- 
tion suggested. 

The Chilean delegation, however, mani- 
fested itself favorable to the proposition 
in its essence, taking exception only to 
the moment of its presentation. 

Generali Rafael Reyes, delegate of Co- 
lombia, spoke favorably to the proposi- 
tion. He denied that war existed official- 
ly between his country and Venezuela, 
but according to the condition of the bor- 
der, friction prevailed which might at 
any time provoke conflict. A similar con- 
dition of affairs prevailed, he said, with 
respect to Ecuador, but the new presi- 
dent of Ecuador, Senor Plaza, had as- 
sured Colombia that he would do every- 
thing possible to prevent more serious de- 
velopments and to suppress border trou- 
bles. 

Colombia, said General Reyes, is in the 
best of disposition to meet its neighbors 
half way. 

In genera} terms, the proposition was 
also supported by Joseph Filfortoute, the 
delegate of Venezuela. However, in the 
final voting both the Colombian and Ven- 
ezuelan delegations abstained from cast- 
ing their votes on account of being dele- 
gates, and the Chilean delegation refrain- 
ed from voting. 

The unanimous indorsement of the con- 
gress was given the resolution. This was 
the only business transacted. The con- 
gress will not meet tomorrow. Tomorrow 
night the splendid banquet which the city 
council of Mexico offers to the delegates 
will take place. The next session will be 
held Friday night and it is understood 
that General Reyes will leavé soon to as- 
sume the presidency of his country and 
put down the rebellion there. There has 
been talk of giving his proxy to one of 
the Chilean delegates, which is vigorous-— 
ly opposed by the delegates of Peru and 
Boliyia. 

No Friction Is Likely. 

There was no approach to friction in 
this afternoon’s Session and it is now be- 
ginning to be believed that the assembly 
will pass without the much-talked-of un- 
pleasantness. 

The following is the text of a resolu- 
tion of sympathy on the death of the late 
President McKinley proposed by Delegate 
Corbo of Ecuador at yesterday’s session: 

‘Resolved, That the death of President 
McKinley is deeply lamented. It was he 
who asked and was given authority from 
the American congress to convene this’ 


oe . 
“Shortly afterwards President Roosevelt 
deciared that he would follow the same 
policy of his predecessor, which im a 
guarantee of peace and harmony among 
the American countries.”’ 

At the suggestion of the delegates from 
Argentine the reference to the policy of 
President Roosevelt was omitted on the 
ground that though the members of the 
congress are individually conyinced of the 
fact announced, it would be foreign to 
the purpose of the conference as a whole 
to encroach on the ground, 

This morning all the members of the 
American delegation of the pan-American 
congress, including the secretaries, were 
received by President Diaz socially at 
Chapultepec. Captain Samuel Garcia 
Cuellar, of the president’s staff, acted as 


interpreter. A pleasant half hour

It was all that 
Officer Willis could do to keep the infu- 
riated brother off his prisoner, and at 
one time he thought he would have to 
shoot him. McSwain became so violent 
that he had to be placed under arrest by 
the Opetika authorities.

There was a feature last night, not one 
of the set pieces the programme told 
about, but a novelty and a surprise for 
Chief Joyner, of 
the Atlanta fire department, gave an ex- 
hibition, spectacular and picturesque, of 
the flashlight hitch-up that his men do 
when the brazen call to duty sounds. 

Lord and Lady Fashion wondered at 
the strange device that was pushed into 
the arena when the time for the fire 
department paradé arrived. It held two 
nests of harness perched aloft with a 
group of blue coat blaze destroyers clus- 
tered around.

Click-snap— 
and in less time than it takes to tell it, 
the outfit was complete and ready for 
any calling from a dash to fire to a dress 
parade. 

Around the arena then the engine start- 
ed, the hook and ladder, hose wagon and 
steamer from fire headquarters coming 
after. Then, just as the Iast of the 
quartet turned into the tanbark drive, 
Atlanta’s fire chief in the little red wagor 
that has made a history for itself, wheel- 
ed into the ring followed by the drum and 
bugle corps of the department. 

Chief Leads Parade. 

Straight to the judges’ stand the chief 
led the way. At this point the men who 
make the marching harmony of noise 
took their ‘station, Chief Joyner turning 
in at the lead of the engines. Around 
the ring for several turns they went, then

Wanted Wall To Go and Say in Mrs. 
Keith’s Presence That Their 
Relations Had Not Been 
of « Serious Nature. 


Jesse A. Wall, a switchman for the 
Southern railroad, was shot to death yes- 
terday afternoon about 2 o’clock by Rob- 
ert A. Keith, who runs a market at No. 
9% Decatur street. 

The tragedy occurred at No. 26 Jones

Mrs. Schlapbach, the mother of Mrs. 


Keith, was present and identified Wall 
before the shooting took place. 

Immediately after the shooting Keith 
surrendered himself to the police and was 
locked up at the police barracks. An hour 
jlater Mrs. Schlapbach was locked up as 
an accessory to the killing. 

Mrs. Wall had separated from her hus- 
band only three days ago and yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock she filed a suit for 
divorce. 

For two years, sf it is said, Wall and 
Mrs. Keith had been carrying on a clan- 
destine correspondence. Mrs. Wall se- 
cured possession of letters written by 
Mrs. Keith to Wall, and this was the 
cause of her separating from her hus- 
band, so she states, 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Wall gave birth 
to a baby. She claims that on account of 
her husband’s infatuation for Mrs. Keith 
she left him and sued for a divorce. 

It seems that Keith did not know Wall 
by sight. He wrote him a letter last Mon- 
day, giving him notice that one or the 
other had to die. Not knowing Wall when 
he saw him, he carried his wife’s mother 
with him yesterday to be sure that he 
had the right man. He says, however, 
that the visit was only to set matters 
right. 

Early yesterday morning Keith search- 
ed for Wall, first going to a house on 
Grant street to find him. Wall, so it is 
stated, was expecting trouble and kept 
himself hid at No. 26 Jones avenue. 

Wanted Matters Set Right. 

Keith claims that he went to Wall’s 
place of hiding for the purpose of making 
him explain matters and to require him 
to apologize to his wife and the family. 
Mrs. Schlapbach says she accompanied 
Keith in order to clear her daughter's 
reputation. 

Mrs. Keith denies that she ever had any 
improper relations with Wall. She claims 
that Wall pursued her with his atten- 
tions and that she did all she could to 
make him iet her alone. 

Mrs. Keith and Mrs. Wall were close 
personal friends. They are both young 
and pretty women. Mrs. Wall takes her 
husband’s death without any show of 
feeling and even smiled when talking 
about the affair. She states that he mis- 
treated her and went so far as to beat 
her about Mrs. Keith. 

Attorney Burton Smith was retained to 
defend Keith, and he did so with the 
statement that he only took charge of a 
criminal case because he felt that Keith 
should have proper consideration, as he 
had struck a blow for the defense of his 
home and his honor. 

For some time Keith had heard rumors 
about his wife and Wall. He spoke to his 
wife about it and she denied the reports. 
Aj few days ago he received what he be- 
lieved to be positive evidence that Wall 
had been annoying his wife with im- 
proper attention. He did not know Wall 
by sight and, not knowing where to find 
him, he wrote him the following letter, 
which was received by Wall last Monday: 

“You Dirty Scoundrel—I have been look- 
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MRS. R. A. KEITH, 
The woman who plays a conspicu- 
ous part in the shooting. 
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bach was asked if Wall was there and she 
said she believed he was. She, too, had 
heard that trouble was brewing and left 
the door. Wall went to the door and after 
a few words were passed Keith shot Wall 
four times, killing him instantly. 

Mrs. Heybach gave the following ac- 
count of the tragedy to a reporter of The 
Constitution: 

“I answered the bell and I knew in 
a moment that there was going to be 
trouble. Mr. Wall had been at home all 


Keith to come inside and talk. The next 
thing I heard was Mr. Wall exclaim, 
‘Don’t, don’t!’ Then I heard a pistol 
shot, and at the firat fire Mr. Wall fell 
to the floor. I heard three shots after 
that.’’ 

Shortly after the shooting Keith was 
seen. He appeared caim, but seemed to 
realize the gravity of the situation. He 
said: 

“I do not care to say much about the 
affair. I hated to take a human life, 
but I have no regrets, as I did it, first, in 
defense of the honor of my family, and, 
second, in self-defense. I notified Wall 
that I would hold him to account for 
his conduct, and I went to his house to 
ask him to explain matters. I had no 
idea of shooting him when I went there. 
I only wanted him to show me that the 
reports about him and my wife were un- 
true. When I told him he must go with 
mé and face my wife, he stepped back 
and said: ‘No, by God, I won't go any- 
where.’ Atthesame time he thre§v his hand 
behind him as if to draw a pistol, and 
then I drew mine and fired. It was an 
act that I would have avoided if possi- 
ble, but I believe I have done only what 
any man who loved his wife, home and 
chilaren would have done.”’ 

The Only Eye Witness. 

Mrs. Schlapbach, who is a Swiss, and a 
woman of apparently much refinement and 
feeling, meade the following statement at 
the police barracks: 

“I believed my child innocent. I heard 
of the evil reports and I thought that if 
Mr.’ Wall would go with us and see her 
that he would deny that she had ever 
done wrong. I only went with Mr. Keith 
because I wanted Mr. Wall to clear my 
daughter’s character in my presence. I 
nevor dreamed of a tragedy. I thought 
the wh@le thing a lie, and that a few 
words from Mr. Wall would set matters 
right. I heard Mr. Keith ask Mr. Wall 
to go with us and straighten the affair. 
Mr. Wall stepped back and threw his 
hani behind him as if to draw a pistol. 
Then I heard the pistol shots. The whole 
thing happened in a few seconds.” 

Mrs. W2ll was seen by a reporter at her 
present home on Tyler street. She had her 
Kttle babe in her arms. She was per- 
fectly indifferent to the killing of her 
husband, and one time smiled when a 
question was asked her. She said she 
was eighteen years of age. She is fresh 
and . pretty, with fair complexion and 
blue eyes. 

“TI left my husband,’’ she sald, “‘‘about 
a week ago. I found a letter in his 
valise from Mrs. Keith in which she 
called him sweetheart and she said she 
could not meet him but he might call on 
her. She stated that if he called h2 must 
let her alone. 

“In that note.” stated Mrs. Wall, “1 
read that Mrs, Keith loved my husband. I 
upbraided him about the matter and he 
struck me. He treated me cruelly, slap- 
ping me and knocking me down. I filed 
a suit for divorce this morning.”’ 


The Woman in the Case. 


Mrs. Keith was seen and declined at 
first to make any statement, >ut later she 
stated that she had nothing to hide.

Disgraceful Conditions Have Not 
Improved, and Jams and Crushes 
Do Not Diminish — Well- 
Known Visitors Condemn 
the Old Shack. 


The board of health Ras dug up the 


pot committee, which is composed of Bur- 
ton Smith, Dr. W. C. Jarnagin and Dr. 
B. W. Bizzell, was instructed to look into 
the conditions of the toilet rooms at the 
old shack. 

The members of this committee, in com- 
pany with the city plumbing Inspector, 
will visit the carshed within the next 
few days to make a thorough inspection 
of the conditions that now exist and 
will report to the board at the next regu 
lar meeting. 

It is reported the board intends in- 
structing the city attorney to immediate- 
ly begin suit against the various rail- 
road companies entering the depot to 
compel them to carry out the promises 
made in regard to putting in a new and 
sanitary flooring for the shed. To do 
this work it is estimated that the roads 
would have to expend about $20,000. 

Conditions Are Unimprogyed. 

The same crowded conditions that have 
been daily chronicled in The Constitu- 
tion existed yesterday. At noon the de- 
pot was jammed with a crowd of dusty, 
perspiring humanity and for awhile the 
struggle to reach trains was fierce and 
nerve-rending. After gaining an  en- 
trance to the shed, people were forced to 
climb over trains that were already made 
up, and to dodge trucks of mai land bag- 
gage that were shoved across the place 
from incoming trains. The truckmen ap- 
peared to be more considerate of the 
feeling of the public, but the depot is so 
small that they were compelled to do 
some shoving and pushing in order to 
get through the crush. 

The noon train of the Seaboard Alir 
Line for the east leaves the depot on the 
first track and after it is made up trav- 
elers must either climb over the plat- 
forms or stand, crowded together, until 
it has pulled out. Then there is a rush 
across the tracks and every one who par- 
ticipates in it carries his pte in his hands. 

The outside tracks were used as usual 
yesterday afternoon and Pryor street was 
packed and blocked for a long while. It 
was dusty and hot and travelers stood 
in the beating sun waiting for sleeping 
cars that were to come in on connecting 
trains. One visitor who had come here 
to see the fair and first night of the horse 
show declared that the pleasure of the 
visit had been entirely spoiled by his 
desperate efforts to reach an outgoing 
train. 

What Some Visitors Say. 

Edgar §S. Wilson, a prominent citizen 
of Macon, came up yesterday afternoon 
to attend the horse show. He says, how- 
ever, that he saw sights in the Atlanta 
depot which he did not bargain for, and 
related his experience there as follows.

His daugh- 
ter, then about three vears of age, was 
taken by Taylor’s parents, who reside 
in this,county, Taylor and his wife hav- 
ing separated.

| years aro he quit the road to take charge 


of the Arlineton hotel in Gainesville.

Taylor's widow married’ again 
is now seeking possession of the daugh- 
ter.

thousands of our soldiers have died leav- 
ing behind them scarcely a line to prove 
the noble devotion with which they de- 
fended Georgia and maintained their per- 
sonal convictions. It is true that we 
fought without care for fame or pay, and 
that we still ask for neither. But duty 
to truth and to the grand virtues which 
were displayed by the south in its great 
contentions demand our attention to the 
history of their actions. We must in our 
day expurgate the false and make clear 


the true.

I renew the remarks made in further 
reports concerning the desirableness of 
closer relations between ourselves and 
the United Sons of Confederate Veterans 
and the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. These three are one in all things 
except their separate organizations.

Subordinate Is Handing Around a 
Petition Seeking To Have His

Sides. 


Athens, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—Or- 
dinary Wingfield and Captain J. E. Ritch 
have not yet settled their differences re- 
garding the proper division of the fees 
of the court of ordinary, and as a conse- 
quence of their failure to agree, Captain 
Ritch has started a petition, alleging 
incompetency on the part of Ordinary 
Wingfield and a disregard of the agree- 
ment entered into between them prior to 
the election. whereby each was to re- 
ceive half of the fees of the office. 

The petition asks that Ordinary Wtne- 
field be removed from office. Captain 
Ritch says he will be able to get any 
number of signatures to it. 

Ordinary Wingfield is serene and says 
he has done his duty and will continue 
to do so regardless of what Captain Ritch 
savs or does. He does not regard him 
as his deputy and says he cannot legally 
divide the fees of the office with him; 
that he has all the work to do, while Cap- 
tain Ritch does nothing. 

Captain Rich, on the other hand, says 
he is deputy and has a right to half 
the fees of the office under the agreement 
between Ordinary Wingfield and himself. 

The affair promises to be quite a sen- 
sation before it is over. The petition to 
remove Ordinary Wingfield, should it re- 
celve many signatures, will be certain 
to stir the matter up to a great ex- 


tent. 


HOLDING BACK THE COTTON. 


Athens Buyers Making Complaint 


Against the Railroads. 

Athens, Ga, October 23.—The cotton men 
and merchants of Athens are not at all 
pleased with the way in which the rail- 
roads are treating them. The roads have 
not furnished adequate shipping facilities, 
neither cars nor crew, and as a result 
there are thousands of bales of cotton 
blocked on account of lack of transpor- 
tation. ° 

The buyers are receiving orders to cease 
buying until the congested condition can 
be relieved, and as a consequence busi- 
ness is suffering to quite an extent. 

There is considerable criticism of the 
railroads, many of the merchants be- 
lieving their conduct to be nothing short 
of negligence, and unless something is 
done quickly, the matter will more than 
likely be brought to the attention of the 
railroad commission. 


Preparing for Bond Election. 
Athens, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—All 
the necessary preparations are being 
made for the county bond election to 
be held in Clarke county on November 
2, at which time it 1s. proposed to vote 
bonds to the amount of $33.000 with 
which to refund the entire county debt. 
The new issue of bonds is to run for 
twenty years and bear 4 per cent inter- 
est. The registrars are now at work 
preparing the registration lists for this 


election. 


Clarke’s New Jail Is Empty. 
Athens, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—The 
new Clarke county jail, which has been 
turned over to the county, starts out 
without a single prisoner. The last pris- 
oner, Enos Downer, was sent to the chain- 
gang yesterday morning. 


Telephone Line to Elberton. 

Athens, Ga, October 23.—(Special. )—The 
new telephone line between Athens and 
Elberton is now under construction. The 
Bell company has sent a squad of eight- 
een men to do this work and they started 
upon it yesterday, pitching their tents 
a few miles from Athens. It is estimated 
that it will require not more than two 
months to fintsh this new line. 

Within the next ten days another squad 
of hands will be sent to Athens to re- 
build the entire system in this city and 
fit it up in first-class style. 


Run Over by a Wagon. 

Athens, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—Carl 
Holliday, the 15-year-old son of Charles 
Hollidsy, of Jackson county, was thrown 
from a wagon which he was riding in. The 
wagon was heavily loaded with wood and 
passed over his body, causing severe in- 
ternal injuries, from which it is feared 
he will not recover. 


Child Swallows Peach Seed. 
Athens, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)— 
Marion, son of Mr. Max Huber, came 
near losing his life by swallowing a peach 
seed. The little fellow was eating a 
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peach and the seed slipped down his 
throat. The child was choking when 
the mother reached it. She failed to 
get the seed out of its throat and ran 
screaming across the street to her fath- 
er’s, handed him the child and fainted. 
Mr. Center took the child, and after 
some effort secured the seed. It was 
with some difficulty that the child was 
revived. 


FRANCHISE CHANGES HANDS. 


Tallassee Power Company Under 
Charge of New People. 


Athens, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—A 
deed has been filed in the office of the 
clerk of the superior court conveying 
the property and franchises of the Tal- 
lassee Power Company to the Athens 
Electric Railway Cotmpany. This trans- 
fer of titles has been in contemplation for 
several weeks. 

The Tallassee Power Company is now 
engaged in developing twelve hundred 
horse-power by electricity at Tallassee 
Shoals on Middle river, and is construct- 
ing a dam across the river at that point 
27 feet high and 450 feet long. It is ex- 
pected. that this large electric plant will 
be finished by next spring. 

The Athens Electric Railway Company 
has merged this plant with their Mitch- 
ell’s bridge plant and will soon be able to 
control over two thousand horse-power. 

The power will be brought direct from 
Tallassee Shoals to Athens, and not by 
the way of Mitchell's bridge. 
plant, just this side of the state normal 
school, the two currents will be joined. 

The large generator at Mitchell's bridge 
which furnishes the current for driving 
the streets cars will be brought to the 
car plant, and it will be so arranged that 
the street cars will be furnished power 
from both plants, thus insuring necessary 
power at all times should one of the 
plants break down. 

The street car line will be extended to 
Mitchell’s bridge, 3 miles from the city, 
where a park will be established. 

Upon the completion of the Tallassee 
plant the street railway company will 
have an abundance of power for their 
lines and will have several hundred horse- 
power to sell to manufacturing interests. 

The street railway company will carry 
on the improvements now being made 
by the Tallassee company to their com- 
pletion. 


FEDERAL COURT SESSION. 


Preparations Are Being Made for 
Term in Athens. 


Athens. Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—All 
necessary preparations are being made 
for the first session of the new division 
of the federal court in this city, estab- 
lished by congress at its last. session. 
The court will be convened by Judge 
Newman the first week in November, 
and a large number of cases will be 
called at that time, including fifty cases 
of illicit distilling. 

Judge Newman has appointed A. L. 
Hull, of this city, jury commissioner, and 
Mr. Hull is now at work selecting the 
names to go into the jury box for this 
division. He will select about five hun- 
dred names from the grand jury lists of 
the twelve counties in the new division 
and will have the list perfected in a few 
days. The juries for the first hession of 
the court will then be drawn and each 
juror summoned to appear in Athens at 
the opening of the court. The twelve 
counties making up the new division are 
Clarke, Jackson, Madison, Banks, Rabun, 
Habersham, Elbert, Hart, Franklin, Ogle- 
thorpe, Oconee and Morgan.

HAS GROVE OF PECAN TREES. 


Waycross Citizen Is Finding Experi- 
mental Work Profitable. 

Waycross, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—J. 
T. Brown, of this city, is experimenting 
in the cutture of pecans. His experiments 
have been satisfactory and naturally he 
is pleased with the outlook. Ten years 
ago Mr. Brown, while on a business trip 
to Texas, purchased a small quantity 
of paper shell pecans, which he planted. 
Today he has a beautiful grove of 61, 
acres 2 miles east of. town, directly on the 
line of the Brunswick and Western rail- 
road. There are 175 well matured trees 
in the grove and they are beginning to 
bear. Mr. Brown gathered fifty excellent 
nuts from one tree this morning and quite 
a number of other trees are giving re- 
sults. Mr. Brown says his trees are 
slower in bearing fruit than is usual, for 
the reason that he kept them cut back, 
preferring the substance of the tree going 
to the making of a healthy, hardy body 
rather than the lower limbs, which would 
have to be cut off later on. Mr. Brown 
regards his grove of pecans more valuable 
than an orange grove in Florida. The 
pecan tree is lightning proof. There is a 
tree on the old James place at James- 
town, which, although struck by light- 
ning twice, is still in a thrifty condition 
and bearing fruit.

Railroad Engineer and a Plumber En- 
gage ina Deadly Fight. 


THE SLAYER IS NOW IN JAIL 


Father of the Prisoner Takes the Life 
of a Man in Brunswick During 
the 60’s, but Is Acquitted 

‘on Trial. 


Waycross, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)— 
Hugh B. Ashcraft, a Plant system engi- 
neer running between Waycross and High 
Springs, was killed here last night by 
Jack Williams, a plumber. The difficulty 
occurred on Reynolds street, and young 
Ashcraft lived a half hour after receiving 
the wound. Williams stabbed Ashcraft. 
The wounded man walked a block, when 
he fell. He was picked up by a hackman, 
who carried him to his room. Drs. 
Walker and Izlar were called, but Ash- 
craft was beyond ald of human skill. The 
coroner’s jury charged Williams with the 
killing. Ashcraft was a brother in law 
of Colonel W. W. Sharpe. He was 33 
years old and was unmarried. Williams 
is a son of Bill Williams, late of Bruns- 
wick, and is about 30 years old. He was 
arrested last night and placed in jail. 

In 1861, when a regiment of confederate 
soldiers was stationed at Brunswick, Bill 
Williams, the prisoner’s father, shot Chris 
Dixon from his bread wagon as he was 
delivering bread to the soldiers. Dix®&, 
who was a brother of Nick Dixon, the 
well-known saw mill man, and Williams 
had fought the night before and Dixon 
had seriously cut Williams’ face. Wil- 
iiams was acquitted at the trial on the 
plea of self-defense, Dixon having threat- 
ened his life. Jack Williams will be 
tried at the approaching term of the Ware 
superior court. Ashcraft’'s remains were 
taken to Newnan tonight for interment.

A CAMP CREEK CASE LOST. 


Southern Railway Company 
Gains Camp Creek Case in 
State Court. 

McDonough, Ga., October 2%.—(Special.) 
During the present term of Henry supe- 
rior court the damage suit of Ellen Payne 
against the Southern Railway Company 
for the death of her son, one of the pas 
sengers killed in the wreck at Camp 
creek culvert in 1900, when over thirty 
passengers were killed and injured, has 
attracted attention. A great number of 
damage suits, aggregating nearly $1,000,080 
in damages ciaimed, were filed, but all 
of the removable cases were removed to 
the United States court by the defendant 
company. The first of the suits tried in 
the United States court was the case of 
Mrs. Lawrence, who sued for $20, 
through Hoke Smith and Henry Peeples, 
and the suit was regarded as a test case. 
The jury in the Lawrence case found @ 
verdict in favor of the railroad company 
and none of the other cases have been 
tried in that court. 

The Ellen Payne case was therefore 
regarded with unusual interest by the 
bar as the first of the Camp creek cases 
tried in the state court. The trial re 
sulted in a complete victory for the rall- 
road company and a motion to non-suit 
the case was granted by the trial judge 
upon the testimony of the plaintiff's wit- 
nesses, the railroad company introducing 
no evidence. The dismissal of the case, 
at the cost of the plaintiff, ends the mat- 
ter unless an appeal is taken to the su-

THE WHITE HOUSE 


Boosevelt Family Have Done More 
Than an Army of Decorators, 


CHILDREN A DRAWING. CARD 


Wot Since the Days of Lincoln Has 
There Been the Same Display 
of Life as Is Now Shown 
by the Younger Roose- 
velts. 


Washington, October 23.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt and his family have 
done brighten and cheer the 
white house than a whole army of deco- 
rators and painters, and the merry prat- 
tle of children echoing through the cor- 
ridors and apartments impart a homelike 
atmosphere which every caller is quick to 
notice and appreciate. 

Not since the Lincolri administration of 
the early sixties has there been so much 
young Americanism visible about the an- 
cient pile of sandstone as there is today.

younger scions of the Roosevelt family 
is almost daily in evidence. Old Tom Pen. 
die, who has seen two score years of ser- 
vice at the white house as usher, feels 
himself perceptibly younger and more 
mellow in his feelings as he gees the 
youthful members of the present white 
house family getting ready for a_ bicycle 
ride just like Tad used to do, only a 
pony was used then instead of the mod- 
ern two-wheeled vehicle. 

One of the most attractive, as well as 
interesting, pictures of the Lincoln period, 
represents Tad Lincoln standing beside 
his father turning over the pictures in 
an album which was_stretched out upon 
the knees of the great emancipator. In 
the case of President Roosevelt, however, 
there is a group of merry-faced little 
ones shown in every one of the pictures 
representing the home life of the present 
first citizen of the republic, and one pair 
of knees would not suffice for a resting 
place for an album, even if such an article 
should be in demand. 

When President Grant was in the white 
heuse the favorite of the white house 
was Nellie Grant, who afterwards mar- 
ried Algernon Sartofris, an Englishman. 
It was in the great east room of the

We all admired and re- 
spected Mrs. Cleveland and thought we 
should never look off her like again, but 
Mrs Roosevelt is, if anything, even 
more popular with the people of the 
white house than Mrs. Cleveland, and 
that is saying a great deal. She is tothe 
manor born, too, and the people whu 
come to oall upon her are of the most 
aristocratic and elegant types in this 
country or any other country. It does us 
all good to be brought into contact with 
such folks as the Roosevelts. All the 
members of the family, except the baby, 
seem to have the faculty of looking out 
for and taking care of themselves, and 
will not brook anything that savors of 
servility or being waited upon unneces- 
sarily. When the children who use the 
bicycles are through with them, they 
seem to take pride as well as pleasure in 
putting their wheels away themselves, 
even at some personal discomfort in car- 
rying them up and down the stairway 
leading to the basement, where they are 
stored. Independence is no name for 
them, but better behaved or more con- 
siderate little people it has never been 
my lot to meet. All of them show the 
benefit of good and careful training and 
too much cannot be said in favor of the 
white house children. They seem to 
strive to imitate and emulate the good 
€xample set for them by their father and 
mother and we never tire having them 
about. When the Cleveland children 
were here they were too small to do any- 
thing except to bé taken out by their 
nurses and nobody was permited to see 
much of them when they were cutside of 
the mansion. 

“But with the Roosevelt children it is 
an entirely different arrangement; they 
are as free as air to come and go when 
they please and do whatever suits their 
fancy, and it it invigorating and refresh- 
ing to all of us to see how perfectly they 
seem to enjoy themselves. I doubt wheth- 
er there is a happier group of children 
anywhere under the blue canopy of 
heaven than the little folks who con- 
stitute the Roosevelt family. Bless their 
little souls! It makes some of us old 
fellows seem young again to see these 
boys and girls such robust, energetic 
and vigorous Americans. President ags) 
Mrs. Roosevelt have cause to be proud 
of them and they have certainly bright- 
ened and cheered those of us who have 
been brought into contact with them 
ever since they moved into the mansion 
Dependence upon themselves has been 
inculcated into them, as is shown by the 
conduct of the older children when they 
want anything for themselves. Instead 
of calling for some one to go shopping 
cr sightseeing with them, they start off 
downtown alone or in pairs, if they hap- 
pen to be together, and go into the shops 
and make purchases in a style and man- 
ner which is at once amusing and in- 
teresting. They know what they want, 
too, and just havé to get it, and usually 
after buying an article pay for it out- 
right from their pocket money, or else 
have it sent to the mansion to be paid 
for on delivery. They do not buy ex- 
travagantly or foolishly, but show taste 
and discrimination as well as an aptitude 
for getting useful things.” 

There’ is no ostentation nor love of 
display about the president and his wife, 
both of them having the most demo- 
cratic as well as simple tastes. They love 
to go about as much as their children, 
and never seem happier than when start- 
ing off on a ride or jaunt in the country. 
Mrs. Roosevelt is familiarizing herselt 
with Washington and vicinity even more 
than her husband. One of the first places 
she visited after becoming mistress of the 
white house was historic Christ chureh 
at Alexandria, Va., where George Wash- 
ington and his wife attended services, 
driving up from Mount Vernon every Sun- 
day for this purpose. Few pvople in the 
ancient city of Virginia, which at one 
time was a formidable rival of the cap- 
ital city, paid any attention to the un- 
pretentious equipage drawn by a pair 
of bay horses which stopped at the old 
church a few days ago. It was not un- 
til the venerable sexton in charge had 
been made aware that he had entertain- 
ed the first lady of the land that the 
news was scattered about the town that 
Mrs. Roosevelt had been in Alexandria 
and had visited Christ church, being much 
interested in all she saw and heard about 
the sacred pile, where the Father of his 
Country had worshiped.

KILLED NEAR SELMA 


Mania for Life Taking Has Developed 
About the Alabama Town. 


TWENTY MURDERS IN A WEEK 


Woman Siain in a Cotton Field While 
Near by a Man Calls Preacher 
from a Pulpit and in a Duel 
Both Men Lose Their 
Lives. 


Selma, Ala., October .23.—(Special.)— 
A mania for murdering each other seems 
to have broken out among the negroes 
who live in: the immediate counties sur- 
rounding Selma, and whilé they have not 
all been committed in this county, they 
are close by. Within the last two weeks 
not less than twenty negroes have been 
killed by other negroes in the county ad- 
jacent to Selma. Three are reported to- 
day, one being near Browns station, 
where a negro man met a negro woman 
in the cotton field, pulled out a knife and 
stabbed her through the heart. The other 
two Occurred on the south side, where 
a negro man got into a fuss with a ne- 
gro preacher at a protracted meeting and 
both pulled their pistols and began shoot- 
ing at each other. When the pistols were 
emptied both lay on the ground mortally 
wounded and died a few hours later. 


THE THIIRD TRIAL NEXT WEEK 


Legal Battle Between Preachers Be- 
ing Fought in Carolina. 

Durham, N C., October 23.—(Special.) 
In Oxford. Granville county, next week 
will be tried a damage suit that has at- 
tracted attention throughout the entire 
states and has been the cause of a great 
split in the ranks of the Methodist church 
‘in both the North Carolina and western 
North Carolina conferences. The suit 
is that of Rev. T. J. Gattis against Dr. 
John C. Kilgo, president of Trinity col- 
lege; B. N. Duke, member of the board 
of trustees of this college and one of 
the American Tobacco Company’s mag- 
nates, and W. R. Odell, of Concord, also 
a member of the board of trustees of the 
college and a well-known cotton manu- 
facturer. The suit is for $100,000, slander 
and damage to character being alleged. 

Trinity college is the property of the 
Methodist church in North Carolina, and 
all of the parties to this suit are prom- 
inently connected with this church. In 
1897 Justice Walter Clark, of the su- 
preme court bench, then a member of the 
board of trustees of this college, made 
certain statements touching the fitness of 
Dr. Kilgo to be at the head of the col!l- 
lege He was accissied of being a ma- 
nipulator and wire-puller of ‘‘the ward 
politician type.’’ President Kilgo called 
for on investigation to relieve him of 
these charges and was exonerated by the 
trustees, At this investigation Rev. 
Thomas J. Gattis, now more than 70 
years of age and a life-long minister of 
the Methodist church, was called as a wit- 
ness against Dr. Kilgo. In his speech to 
the trustees, defending himself, President 
Kilgo need some very cutting language 
in referring to Rev. Gattis. This speech, 
together with the proceedings of the in- 
vestigation, was printed in pamphlet form 
and distributed throughout the state. 
Here is the basis for the action for libei 
and damage to character. 

The case has twice been to the supreme 
court. The first time on demurrer of the 
defendants overruled by the court. The 
supreme court sent the case back for 
trial, which resulted in a verdict for 
$20,000. Again an appeal was taken, and 
in the sed@ond decision it was again sent 
back and the third trial is set for next 
month. The main question at issue is 
whether or not tke publication o this 
pamphlet was privileved 

There are some twelve or fifteen lawyers 
in the case, Governor Aycock appearing 
for the defendants until after he was 
elected governor of the state. The third 
fight, like the others, promises to be a 
hard legal battle. 

Dr. Kilgo and Mr. Duke live in Dur- 
ham, Mr. Odell in Concord, and Rev. Gat- 
tis lived here at the time of this trou- 
ble but is now in Charlotte.

“I transmit herewith translation, made 
at this consulate of (1) the imperial stat- 
ute of May 12, 1901, for the regulation and 
control of private insurance companies 
doing business in the German empire, and 
(2) the ordinance, or proclamation, of 
June 30 prescribing the conditions under 
which the new law shall be carried into 
effect. 

“The statute includes 125 articles. Its 
most important provisions from _ the 
American point of view, consist in the 
fact that it places all foreign insurance 
companies—whether fire, life, security or 
employers’ liability—under control of a 
special bureau of the imperial govern- 
ment, instead of, as hitherto, under a 
small office attached to the Prussian 
ministry of the interior; and, secondly, 
that concessions to foreign insurance 
companies to do business in Germany are 
decided upon, and, when granted, signed 
by the imperial chancellor. 

“The effect of the new statute will be, 
therefore, to put the whole complicated 
and sensitive subject of foreign insurance 
companies in Germany on a uniform and 
much broader basis than hitherto, when 
Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Wuptemberg 
and the Hanseatic cities each had differ- 
ent regulations on the subject. 

“It will now be necessary for foreign 
companies doing business in any part of 
Germany to qualify—that is to say, com- 
ply with the conditions described—for 
the whole empire. Appeals will be to 


the imperial chancellor, an official of 
broader views and prerogatives, and nat- 
urally more open to diplomatic approach 
and influence than the state officials un- 
der whose ministrations the restrictions 
of the early nineties were inforced., 

“What the ultimate effect of the new 
law will be upon the great American 
companies which are already partially 
established here it is as yet too early to 
predict. 

“It is understood that they have com- 
plied with the demands of the statuté in 
respect to furnishing prescribed infor- 
mation concerning their assets and meth- 
ods of business, and their future coursé 
will be determined on when tt is known 
how their reports have been received and 
to what extent approved. Im tial ex- 
perts express the opinion that under the 
statute as enacted any well organized, 
adequately capitalized and competently 
managed foreign insurance or security 
company will be able to secure a conhces- 
sion to do business in Germany.

He has also had experi- 
ence in farming, and the commissioners 
believe him to be well adapted for the 
position of caring for, educating and 
generally superintending the youthful 
criminals who may be sent to the indus- 
trial school. 

When elected, Professor Means will im- 
mediately resign his position as principal 
of the Walker street school, although 
the reformatory will not open until No- 
vember -1. He will in the meantime visit

Governor Aycock Demands Their Ex- 
tradition — When Trial Takes 
Place Sheriff Lovingood and 
His Deputy Will Be Well 
Represented. 


Because they arrested an alleged crim- 
inal in North Carolina and brought him 
back to Georgta to answer to the court, 
two Georgia officers will be surrendered 
to the North Carolina authorities to be 
tried on a charge of kidnaping. 

This is perhaps one of the most inter- 
esting and unique cases that has come 
to the attention of Governor Candler in 
months, and it was only yesterday that 
he decided to comply with the request 
of the North Carolina governor and send 
the men to that state for ‘trial. 

Sheriff W. B. Lovingood, of Fannin 
county and J. F. Finley, one of his depu- 
ties, are the men wanted in North Caro- 
line. Some months ago they went over 
to Murphy, N. C., which fs just across 
the state line, and arrested Burt Henry 
on a charge of seduction. There is a 
dispute as to the manner in which the 
arrest was made and thereby hangs the 
tale. 

According to the sheriff, Henry was ar- 
rested by the marshal of Murphy, N. C., 
and put in jail. He and his deputy then 
went to Murphy after him, and he agreed 
to come, they state, without a requisition 
from Georgia. 

According to the other side of the story, 
Lovingood and his deputy went to the 
home of Henry’s relatives and took Hen- 
ry out forcibly after having handcuffed 
him. Affidavits to this eeffct made by 
members of Henry's family were sent 
the governor by Governor Aycock. 

At any rate, when Henry was arrested 
he was brought to Fannin county, where 
he gave bond for his appearance, re- 
turned to Murphy, N. C., and had Lov- 
ingood and Finley indicted for kidnap- 
ing. 

In the face of the affidavits sent and 
the representations of Governor Aycock, 
Governor Candler felt constrained to 
grant the requisition for the two offi- 
cers, and they will be surrendered to 
the North Carolina authorities. Gov- 
ernor Aycock has assured Governor 
Candler that they will be given a per- 
fectly fair trial. Governor Candler will 
notify the two officers of his decision in 
the matter, and it is likely they will go 
to North Carolina, give themselves up 
and give bond before the requisition is 
sent, 

When the cases are called for trial in 
the North Carolina court later on Gov- 
ernor Candler will send the attorney gen- 
eral, as well as the solicitor general of 
that circuit, over to represent the Geor- 
gia officers.

Of these three, only Cap- 
tain Clark, of the Oregoon, is expected to 
testify at any length. It is not probable 
that the will be called before 
the afternoon session. He will be the 
last of the witnesses to be heard in sup- 
port of his side and will probably be on 
the stand for two or three days. 

Probably a few witnesses will be called 
in rebuttal. Judge Advocate Lemly and 
Mr. Hanna will call as a rebutting wit- 
ness, if he can be found, Sylvester Scovel, 
whose testimony is desired in connection 
with the incident of the meeting of the 
press boat, Somers M. Smith, by the 
scout boat St. Paul while the latter was 
off Santiago in May, 1898.

Other witnesses in addition to Mr. Hare 
who testified today were Chief Boatswain 
Willlam L. Hill, Gunner F. T. Applegate 
and Major Paul St. C. Murphy, of the 
marines, all of whom were aboard the 
Brooklyn during the Cuban campaign; 
Lieutenant Commander Harlow, who, as 
executive officer of the Vixen, made notes 
of the battle of July 3, and three officers 
of the Oregon, Lieutenant A. A. AckKer- 
man, Lieutenant E. W. Eberle and Lig 
tenant R. G. Johnstone. Lieutenar@ 
Ackerman had charge of the after 13-inch 
turret and Lieutenant Eberle of the for- 
ward 18-inch turret of the Oregon on July 
8, and Lieutenant Johnstone was signal 
Officer on the Oregon at that time. Mr. 
Johnstone testified that he did not re- 
ceive any signal from the Brooklyn to 
fire her 13-in¢h guns at the Colon. 

White Boatswain Hill was giving his 
testimony, which was very compliment- 
ery to Admiral Schley, there were two 
Outbursts of applause.

Chief Boatswain William L. Hill, on 
the Brooklyn, gave a gfaphic account of 
the battle of July 3. The witness said: 

“Probably fifteen minutes after we 
started the Spanish ships had nearly all 
gotten out. There were three of them. 
I stood near enough to touch Commodore 
Schley at that time, within 5 feet of him, 
and I saw that we were going into a 
Focket. The Spanish ships had gotten 
Out and the Viscaya, the second ship, 
had turned toward us and we were about 
to cross the line of fire of our own ships. 
At that time the order was given to port 
the helm. I heard Commodore Schley say 
‘Port,’ and the ship started to swing to 
Starboard. The helm was put over hard 
éport and she swung around on her heel.

“The fire from our batteries never 
Ceased from the time we started to turn 
Until the end of the battle, when the 
Colon went ashore. The guns were con- 
Stantly being fired. The Texas was on our 
Starboard hand and she was fully a third 
of a mile from us. There was never any 
question in my mind about striking her. 
We did not come anyway near her. We 
did not cross her bow. We were slightly

OUTBURST OF APPLAUSE 
CAME FROM SPECTATORS 


There was a great outburst of applause 
in the court room as in a dramatic way 
the witness recited this incident. Admiral 
Dewey, for the first time during the ses- 
sions of the court, found it necessary to 
pound his gavel on the table and admonish 
the audience against such demonstra- 
tions. Continuing his story, the witness 
said: 

‘“‘He was as calm, cool and collected as 
he is at this moment. His only thought 
was for his men. He called constantly as 
the different events occurred, saying: ‘Do 
the bullies below know this: do they 
know that? that this ship has gone ashore 
and that ship has gone ashore?’ His whole 
idea seemed to be that he wanted the 
people below to know as much about it 
as those of us on deck.”’ 

During the chase of the Colon, witness 
said that Captain Cook had put his head 
out of the conning tower and said to the 
commodore: ‘“‘Don’t you think we'd better 
close in a little?’’ 

‘“‘And,”’ said the witness parenthetically, 
*T thought so myself. But,’’ he went on, 
“the commodore replied: ‘No, don’t you 
see that point ahead? Just as soon as 
that fellow -startsto come outlI’m going 
to head him off.

This testimony was given in clear and 
distinct tones and was heard distinctly 
throughout the large court room, It was 
received with a burst of applause, but the 
demonstration was quickly suppressed by 
Admiral Dewey, whose words of repro- 
bation to the audience were followed by 
a word of admonition from Mr. Raynor to 
the witness. The admiral rose and raised 
his hands in deprecation of the demon<- 
stration, his face was fiushed and he said: 

“Stop! stop! Let’s have none of that.” 

“Give us the facts, simply,’’ said Mr. 
Raynor. 

‘These are the facts,’’ replied the wit- 
ness. 

TEXAS NOT ENDANGERED 
BY LOOP OF BROOKLYN 


Taking the witness, Captain Lemly 
cross-examined him about all the points 
covered by his testimony. In response to 
one‘ of his questions Mr. Hill said that 
he had not heard any conversation be- 
tween Commodore Schley and Lieutenant 
Commander Hodgson about the Brook- 
lyn’s helm or the Texas during the en- 
gagement of July 3. 

The court asked: 

“Did the Texas stop and back during 

lyn’s turn?” 
og engage I saw the Texas distinctly 
when the turn began, and during che 
turn, and. she did not make any back 
water and she did not stop.”’ 

“Did you hear any conversation between 
Commodore Schley and any other officer 
during the early part of the engagement

There was no officer with the commodore 
on my side of the ship.” . 

Lieutenant Ackerman, who was in com- 
mand of the after 13-inch turret and the 
after 8-inch turrets of the Oregon, gave 
a running account of that engagement. 
Describing the beginning of the action, 
be said: 

‘We closed up the hatches and laid out 
fire hose and immediately turned the 
guns on the entrance to the harbor.’ 

He said that as the ships came out 
signal was made through the telephone 
in the conning tower to fire at willy ‘‘The 
range indicators,’’ the witness went on, 
“eradually féll until I think my first shot 
was fired at a range of 3,200 or 3,399 
vards.”” He had, he said, at that time 
fired five shots from the 13-inch guns, put 
soon afterwards the Spanish ships drew 
so far ahead he could no longer train his 


guns upon them. 


HOW BATTLESHIP OREGON 
FOUGHT SPANIISH FLEET 


The witness described the Oregon's 
passage between the Texas and the Iowa. 
“As we passed between the Iowa and the 
Texas,’ said the witness, ‘those ships 
seemed to be practically at anchor. We 
were going very fast then, and forced 
draught was covering our quarter deck 
an inch or more deep with cinders, many 
of them red hot. Water was runnifs 
from every hydrant we had to keep the 
decks from burning. At that time the 
fire of the enemy and of our own ships 
was very heavy. The water was whipped 
in all directions; shots flew overhead. I 
think it was the wore exciting time of 

whole engagement. 
 aateee described firing on the Colon, 
and after luncheon continued his narra- 
tive, saying that when the Colon’s flag 
went down the men on the Oregon ceased 
firing. The Brooklyn bore at that time 
two points on the Oregon’s port ,bow 
and was about a mile distant, said the 
witness. He described the sending of 
boats to the Colon from the Brooklyn, 
which, he said, seemed to take a long 
time. At this time the Texas and Vixen 
arrived. The New York also arrived, and 
when she came up went in very near to 
the Colon.

“At the time I was aloft on the signal 
yard I saw them fire from the Brooklyn 
with her starboard forward 8-inch guns, 
and I noticed her shots appeared to fall 
very short. In fact, toward the end of 
the chase.

BROOKLYN WAS HEADING 
TO CUT OFF THE COLON 

Captain Lemly asked: 

“Do you know whether there were 
any instructions from the Brooklyn, by 
signal probably, if at all, with regard to 
opening fire with the 13-inch guns at the 
latter part of the action?’ 

‘“T never heard of such instructions,’’ 
the witness replied. 

‘The guns had not been fired for some 
time had they?’ 

“Not since we had passed 
caya.’’ 

“Hence you were not in range?” 

‘‘No, sir.” 

“How dfa the Brooklyn bear?’ 

“I should judge that she was about 
between two and three points, nearer two 
points, forward on the port beam, and 
certainly a mile away.”’ 

“How did she appear to be 
relative to the Oregon and the 
vessels?’ 

“There was only one vessel left at that 
time, the Colon, and I think her course 
was slightly divergent from that of the 
Oregon, which led to the opinion that she 
was heading for the headland beyond the 
Colon, with the intention of cutting off 
that vessel.’’ 

‘‘Which vessel, the Brooklyn or the Ore- 
gon, was nearer the Colon when it went 
ashore?’’ 

“That is very difficult to say. Practi- 
cally the two vessels were in the same 
circle. Probably the Brooklyn was a 
short distance nearer, but the differénce 
was hardly appreciable. The Brooklyn 
was, however, 9,000 yards or more from 
the Colon. This I know from our bearing 
and range.”’ 

In response to a question from the 
court the witness said that he knew of 
thie receipt of no signal from the Brook- 
lyn until well after the chase had begun, 
when he had understood that the Brook- 
lyn had signalled to close up. 


HUNDREDS OF SHELLS 
FIRED BY BROOKLYN 
Lieutenant Ackerman was succeeded on 
the stand by F. T. Applegate, who was 
gunner on the Brooklyn. 
The witness said: 


“Before the battle the guns and the 
auxiliary machinery attending them were 
in excellent condition. After the battle 
we found all of the 5-inch guns on the 
Starboard side broken in some part or 
the lifting gear of the guns carried away. 
The bores of the guns were pitted and 
the muzzles of two of the guns were so 
swollen they had to be rem@’ed from the 
ship.’’ 

“Can you tell me anything about fhe 
ammunition expended on the Brooklyn 
on the day of the battle?’’ 

“We used up 566 56-inch shells, 164 &-inch, 
1,200 6-pounders and 400 1-pounders.”’ 

“During the battle was there any time 
within your observation that some of 
the guns of the Brooklyn could not have 
been trained on the enemy?” 

“NO, sir.’ 

‘Some of them were always in use?’’ 
*‘ Some were always in use quring the 
complete turn.’’ 

“Did you see Commodore Schley during 
the action?’ 

“Several times and spoke to him.’’ 

‘What impression did his conduct, man- 
ner and bearing convey to you?’”’ 

‘He seemed to be cool, calm and col- 
lected and one who inspired cdnfidence.’’ 
ADMIRAL SAMPSON CAME 

AFTER VICTORY WAS WON 

The next witness was Lieutenant E. W. 
Eberle, who was watch and vision officer 
on the Oregon. He described the Ore- 
gon's passing the lowa, saying that ves- 
sel was at that time on the inside. He 
said that when the Teresa began to burn 
Captain Clark had said: 

“One is on fire; look out for the next.’’ 

He said the Brooklyn had stopped abdut 
a mile and a half from the Colon to the 
westward while the Oregon had stopped 
about a mile from that ship to the east- 
ward. The New York, he said, came 
up about an hour after the Colon’s flag 
went down. 

The witness said he had not seen the 
Brooklyn’ until the Viscaya caught fire.

JUSTICE BREMER TALKS 
OF GROWTH OF TRUSTS 


Declares That Centralization Is In- 
evitable, and Enlightened Pub- 
lic Opinion Must Cope with 
Movement—Bremer Re- 
fers to Dinner. 
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New Haven, Conn., October 23.—Repre- 
sentatives of many peoples and creeds 
of the learned professions and of the tn- 
dustries and literature were honored by 
Yale university today, and in turn paid 
homage to the great institution of learn- 
ing, which is celebrating the completion 
of the second century of its existence, as 
they marched behind Yale's colors, dele- 
gates to the great festival, and partici- 
pated in the closing functions of the cel- 
ebration. 

The closing exercises of the bi-centen- 
nial were officially commemorative. They 
were held in the Hyperion theater. Class- 
ical music, a commemorative poem and 
a Greek festival hymn, both composea 
for the occasion, a commemorative ad- 
dress by David J. Brewer, associate jus- 
tice of the United States supreme court, 
and finally the clothing with the hoo.® 
of the honorary degrees of great men, 
a list of whom affords a roster of monu- 
mental fame, these constituted the day's 
exercises. 

President Roosevelt: Arrives. 

President Roosevelt and party arrived 
at 9:30 o’clock. Though the crowd at the 
station here was a big one and demon- 
strative in its weleome to the president, 
the police arrangements enabled the par- 
ty to leave the train and pass to car- 
riages in waiting without difficulty. 

President Hadley, of Yale, and Mayor 
John P. Studely were on_hand to receive 
the distinguished guest, and after an ex- 
change of greetings, briefly, the ride 
toward the university campus was be- 
gun by way of State and Chapel streets. 
The escort included a representation of 
the naval and military forces of the state. 
Upon arrival at the campus the presi- 
dent was conducted to Battel chapel, and 
after a brief rest there, was escorted to 
his place in the academic procession. 

President Roosevelt and President Had- 
ley entered the theater at 10:30 o'clock. 
The president of the United States was 
led by the university president to the 
seat of honor directly behind the orator’s 
desk. President Hadley took his seat be- 
side him. On this platform were Joseph 
H. Choate, John Hay, Richard Olney, 
Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller and Jus- 
tice Brewer, of the United States su- 
preme court; Presidents Elliot, of Har- 
vard; Patton, of Princeton; Faunce, of 
Brown; Harper, of Chicago; Provost Har- 
rison, of Pennsylvania, and other college 
presidents, besides I{terary men and 
church men of distinction. Admiral 
Sampson, apparently in ill health, did 
not enter the procession. He made his 
way to his place through a side door, and 
leaning on the arm of Professor W. W. 
Farnam, was shown to his seat. 

Brewer on Booker Washington. 

The set programme was carried out 
with precision. David Josiah Brewer, 
L.L. D., justice of the United States su- 
preme court, delivered the commemora- 
tive address. Early in his address Jus- 
tice Brewer elicited hearty applause from 
the audience when he referred to Yale 
as a place “‘where men are taught to 
recognize a Washington, whether his 
name is George or Booker.”’ 

In the course of his address Judge 
Brewer said: 

“Various causes are operating to pro- 
duce wealth, consolidation, centralization. 
The rapidity and multitude of mercantile 
transactions is seen in colossal fortunes;

Major Murphy was followed by Lieu- 
tenant Commander Charlies H. Harlow, 
executive officer of the Vixen. 

Commander Harlow said he had ob- 
served the Brooklyn frequently during 
the battle, and that he had made notes of 
the occurrences of the day. 

Captain Parker called the witness’ at- 
tention to the log of the Vixen covering 
the day of the battle and asked if the 
notes which appeared there were signed 
by him, to which he replied that they 
were. The witness said he had read the 
notes, and that barring possibly typo- 
graphical errors, possible omissions or 
misunderstandings which might have 
come from dictation, they are correct. 
He said he saw the things occur whicna 
are related there.

NORTHERN WHITES FEEDING 
WITH BOOKER WASHINGTON 


New Haven, Conn., October 23.—Booker 
T. Washington, who is attending the Yale 
bi-centennial celebration, was a guest of 
Morris F. Tyler, treasurer of the uni- 
versity, at a dinner at Mr. Tyler's resi- 
dence Monday evening. 


Former Postmaster General Bissell also 
accepted an invitation to dine with Mr. 
Tyler that evening and met Washington. 
Mr. Tyler said that the invitations were 
sent and accepted about ten days be- 
fore Washington dined with President 
Roosevelt in Washington. 
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undertakings; in enormous 
financial consolidations and correspond- 
ing organizations of labor. Local self- 
control is giving way before the pressure 
for centralized power. The town meet- 
ing is supplanted by the state legislature, 
while the latter in its turn is yielding to 
the expanding power of congress. Politi- 
cal parties are largely under the man- 
agement’ of bosses, and the whole. great 
forces of industry, business and politics 
seem passing under the dominance of 
single central control. 

“Is this centralizing tendency antagon- 
istic or helpful to the republic? Is it 
consistent with popular government? 
Apparently it is antagonistic; against the 
republican thought of equality of right; 
each man a ruler and equally sharing the 
responsibilities and powers of govern- 
ment. 

“You cannot stay this movement toward 
consolidation and centralization. It is a 
natural evolution. The commercial spirit 
is taking advantage of the wonderful fa- 
cilities given by steam and electricity. 
Injunction against strikers will not stop 
it;. legislation against trusts will not. 
Attemptng to stay the movement of its 
chariot wheels by injunction or statute 
is lunacy compared with. which Dame 
Partington’s effort to stop the Atlantic 
with a mop was supreme wisdom. 

Appeal to Public Opinion. 

“Appeal must be taken to the great 
court of public opinion, whose decrees 
are irresistible. That court may not-stay 
the movement, but will control it. Who 
shall lead and guide in that court? We 
turn to the educated lover of his coun- 
try. We look to him in that court for 
the preservation of the liberty of the 
individual against the threatened domi- 
nance of wealth and organization; to in- 
vigorate the so-called generalities of the 
Declaration of Independence, and to fill 
the land with such a spirit of independ- 
ence and liberty as shall give new em- 
phasis to the grand old song, ‘America,’ 
the land of the free. We look to him in 
that court to exterminate the assassin 
and to put an end to anarchism, so that 
never more in the history of this re- 
public shall the sad story be told that 
during forty years out of seven men 
elected to its highest office three per- 
ished by the hand of the assassin. 

“In these days of tremendous ma- 
terial activities there is as never before 
the need for educational institutions filled 
with the spirit of devotion to the ublic 
service. America needs Yale.”’ 

The presentation of candidates for hon- 
orary degrees followed the commemora- 
tive address. President Hadley was ex- 
traordinarily felicitous in the delicate 
compliments he conveyed to the distin- 
guished candidates. Secretary John Hay, 
Joseph H. Choate, Chief Justice Fuller, 
Archbishop Ireland, Mark Twain, Seth 
Low and Rear Admiral Sampson received 
tremendous ovations.

“Theodore Roosevelt. while you were 
yet a private citizen we offered you most 
worthily the degree of L.L.D. 

‘‘Since in His providence, it has pleased 
God to give Theodore Roosevelt another 
title, we give him on that account a 
double portion of welcome. 

*“‘He is a Harvard man by nurture, but 
we are proud to think that in his demo- 
cratic spirit, his broad national sympa- 
thies, and, above all, his cleanness and 
purity and truth, he will be glad to be af 
adopted son of Yale.’’ 

President Roosevelt advanced, bowed 
profoundly, and tried’ to speak. Again 
the audience cheered, and it was fully a 
minute before he was allowed to pro- 
ceed. e said: 

‘‘President Hadley—I have never yet 
worked at a task worth doing that I 
did not find myself working shoulder to 
shoulder with some son of Yale. I have 
never yet been in a struggle for righteous- 
ness and decency that there were not 
men of Yale to ald me and give me 
strength and courage, 

“As we walked ‘hither this morning we 
passed by a gateway which’ was raised 
to the memory of a young Yale lad who 
was hurt to death beside me as he and 


you have done me, and I thank you 
doubly, for you planned to do me that 
honor while I was yet a private citi- 
zen.”” 7 

“America’”’ was then sung and the au- 
dience dispersed.

President Roosevelt was driven to the 
home of W. W. Farnum on Prospect Hill. 
The crowds almost blocked the streets as 
the party passed. 

Guards About President. 

Policemen and detectives stood guard at 
the gates of the Farnum house and about 
the house and no one was admitted. 

The president left the house at 4:30 
o’clock. for University hall. 

The final official function was a recep- 
tion at 5 o’clock this evening in the great 
dining hall owned by the university cor- 
poration. President Roosevelt and Dr. and 
Mrs. Hadley stood upon a small raised 
platform, Close at hand were secret ser- 
vice .officers, ushers and policemen and 
those in charge of the ceremonies. Par- 
ticularly noticeable was the extreme cau- 
tion not only of the officers, but of those 
having the affair in charge, for the ade- 
quate protection of the president. At 
President Hadley’s suggestion there was 
no handshaking 

It is estimated that 5,000 persons at- 
tended the reception. At its conclusion 
the president returned to the Farnum 
residence, where dinner was served at 
7:30 o’clock.

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AT DYNAMITE 
AND BULLETS 
HE LAUCHED 


Express Messenger Charles, 
Single-Handed, Stands Off 
Train Robbers, 


HIS CAR WAS WRECKED 
DUT HE NEVER YIELDED 


After Repeated Efforts To Gain the 
Express Treasure the Robbers 
Left—As if by Miracle 
Messenger Escaped 
Uninjured. 


Eugene, Oreg., October 2.—The north- 
bound Southern Pacific overland express, 
due here at 3:42 a. m., was held up by 
robbers near Walkers station, 15 miles 
south of here, atw 3 o'clock this morning 
and the express car badly damaged, but 
the robbers secured little booty. 

Two men boarded the train at Cottage 
Grove as the traim pulled out. After 
passing Walkers, which is 4 miles from 
they climbed over the 
tender and covered Engineer Jack Nich- 
Ols and the fireman and his helper with 
The robbers ordered the 
after which the fireman 
and helper were compelled to uncouple 
the train between the express car &nd the 
first coach. Engineer Nichols was then 
ordered to pull ahead, the fireman and 
helper being left behind. 

After going a short distance the train 
was stopped and the robbers proceeded 
to the express car, taking with them 
the engineer. The express car was blown 
open with dynamite and Express Mes- 
senger C. Charles was ordered out, but 
refused to go, and with his shotgun 
commanded the situation inside the car. 
The robbers told him to come out or he 
would be blown up with the car, but he 
replied, “Blow ahead.”” A fusillade of 
bullets followed, riddling the ear, but the 
messenger, who was uninjured, kept up 
a continuous firing inside which held the 
robbers at bay. ’ 

A charge of dynamite was then thrown 
into the car with a burning fuse, but 
Charles grabbed it and threw it outside, 
where it exploded. Next the roobers 
compelled the engineer to crawl up to the 
opening inside of the car, hoping to use 
him as a protection from the messenger’s 
shots, but the messenger kept up a steady 
fire over the engineer's head and still 
held the robbers at bay. 

The robbers then gave up their efforts 
to secure the express treasure and went 
for the mail. They secured the registered 
mail, then cut the engine from the rest of 
the train and ordered Engineer Nichols to 
pull ahead. They ran to Judkins Point, 
in the outskirts of Eugene, where they 
disembarked and ordered the engineer 
to return and get his train. 

The train arrived here at 7:30, about 
four hours late. The news was wircd 
from Saginaw and officers were out in 
search of the robbers early this morning, 
but as yet have secured no trace of them. 
They are handicapped by having no de- 
scription of the men. Possess from both 
Lave and Douglas counties are searching 
for the bandits. 


Story of the Message. 

Portland, Oreg., October 23.—The South- 
ern Pacific train, which was held up near 
Eugene this morning, arrived here this 
evening.

PENSION LIST GROWS 
LARGER WITH EACH YEAR 


Question of Paying Teachers and Pro- 
viding Adequate Educational 
Facilities Is Fully Discussed. 
Situation Needs a Thor- 
ough Shaking Up.

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OVERNOR ALLEN OD. 
CANDLER’S annual mes- 


sage to the general assembly 
was read both in the senate and 
the house yesterday. The read- 
ing of the message occupied 
about three-quarters of an hour. 

The .ressage is a strong and 
forceful document, dealing in 
no uncertain terms with impor- 
tant matters that confront the 
state today. Governor Candler 
calls special attention to the de- 
ficit in the state treasury, a con- 
dition with which the legisla- 
ture must deal, and in this con- 
nection he recommends a reduc- 
tion in certain appropriations. 
He urges that the pensions all 
be put upon an indigent basis, 
and makes other important rec- 
ommendations in this connec- 
tion. 
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A Season of Prosperity. 
In opening his message, the governor facill- 
tates the state upon the return of prosperity 
after the seven stagnation in busi- 
ness which preceded 

The taxable values of the property of the 
state have increased $43,500,000 in the last 
three years, he says. and the credit of no 
state in che union is better than that of Geor- 
gia, she having had no difficulty in borrow- 
ing to pay arrearages due her teachers up to 
the limit prescribed in the constitution. 

The departmcnt referred to for 
fetailed operations of the 
of the state government. 

In giving a statement of the 
the treasury, Candler outside 
of the shortage in the school fund the de- 
ficiency will be im all $263,000, including in- 
crease of pension rolls, money for insurance 
and for the support of the state's troops. Gov- 
ernor Candler says: 

‘There are three which it is 
sible to meet these deficiencles: ralse 
rate of taxation, some of the 
priations made at your last session, or apply 
the public property fund now in the treas- 
ury to the payment of the interest on the 
public debt. The first of these should not be 
considered. The people, whose servants we 
afe, want taxes lowered, not raised. The sec- 
ond, while it is practicable, will probably be 
dcemed inexpedient by the general assembly. 
We therefcre have left tor consideration only 
the third, .he use in payment of the interest on 
the public debt of the fund derived fram the 
Sale of public property.’’ 

Use Public Property Fund. 

The governor advises that if it is possible to 
do so legally, an act be passed authorizing 
end directing the governor to apply the money 
now in the treasury derived 
of public property, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, to the payment of the 
semi-annual interest on the. bonded debt, and 
that the money which will be realized under 
the provisions of the tax act approved Decem- 
ber 21, 1900. intended to be applied to the 
payment of the interest on the bonded debt, 
be used. to supply the deficiencies in revenue 
for the years 190! and 1902. 

Attention is called to the deficiency of 
$5,720 in the pension fund last year and the 
exhaustion of the contingent fund on account 
of unusual expenses. In order to prevent the 
drain on the contingent fund the governor 
recommends that a law be enacted requiring 
the payment of all rewards for the apprehen- 
sion of fugitives from justice out of the money 
derived from the hire of convicts instead of 
out of the contingent fund. 


The Public Schools. 

On the subject of public 
Candler says: 

“It is my duty again to call the attention 
of the general assembly to the unsatisfactory 
working of our common school system. ‘For 
Many years past the funds collected by tax- 
ation fur the support of the schools in any 
given year have had to be applied almost 
entirely to the payment of teachers for work 
cone the year before, thus leaving but little 
to support the schools for the current year. 
To remedy this evil as far as possible, the 
legislature in 1897 passed an act authorizing 
the treasure~ to advance to the school fund 
out of the general fund in the treasury on 
the Ist day of April in each year, $400.- 
000, to be returned to the general fund out 
of the school taxes when collected during the 
following fall and winter. This he was able 
to do, because there was always in the treas- 
ury on the Ist day of April the sinking fund 
of $100,000, and the fund derived from the 
sale of public property, approximating $300.- 
000, buth dedicated to the payment of the 
bonded debt, neither of which would be needed 
for this purpose until the amount loaned to 
the school fund in the spring would be paid 
back. In this way and by resorting in two 
instances to temporary loans, the teachers were 
partially paid, but for the bulk of their earn- 
ings they had to wait till the end of the vear. 
At tne beginning of the present year the amount 
available for the payment of teachers, exclu- 
five of these two funds, was but little more 
than sufficient to pay them for one month’s 
work, and the state treasurer. doubting the 
constitutionality of the use for any purpose, 
even temporarily, of funds set apart for the 
payment of the principal and interest of the 
bonded debt, declined to advance to the school 
fund any part of these funds, and declined 
after he had exhausted the balance of ‘the 
school fund remaining after paying arrears due

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to teachers for last work, to pay my 
warrants drawn on him to pay 
‘To settle the question finally, 1 directed the 
attorney general to bring mandamus proceed- 
ings against the treasurer, and let the su- 
preme court settle the question. This he did, 
and the court sustained the position of the 
treasurer. Up to this time the teachers had 
been paid for only one month’s work and there 
was in the treasury available for the support of 
the schools only $77,000. To supplement this 
sum and pay the teachers for another mont)’s 
work, or as much thereof as possible, I bor- 
rowed $200,.000—all I was permitted by the 
constitution to borrow, and paid them 75 per 
cent of their second month’s earnings. Thus 
they have been paid about $662,000, and there 
will be due them at the end of the year about 
$840,000, to which must be added the $200,- 
000 borrowed and paid to them. When this 
is done the iotal indebtedness of the state on 
account of free schools will be about $1,040,- 
000, which has to be provided for somehow or 
other, and this trouble will recur year after 
vear till the general assembly applies a rem- 
edy. In another part of this message I have 
Suggested what seems to me to be the only 
feasible way of paying off and getting rid of 
this annually recurring deficiency in school 
revenues. 

How To Pay the Teachers. 
‘“‘When this deficiency is made up and teach- 
ers are paid all ‘that is due them, legislation 
is necessary to put our schools on a safe 
business footing. In my last annual message 
I suggested what I believe to be a solution 
cf the. problem I advised that a change be 
made in the mode of raising revenue for the 
suprort of our free schools so as.to divide the 
burden between the state and the counties. 
I said, and I now repeat, that ‘it will be found 
upon investigation, that Georgia pays a larger 
percentage of her total revenue to the support 
of her common school than any other state in 
the union, while local communities, with the ex- 
ception of our cities and some of the larger 
towns, contribute nothing to the purpose. Coun- 
ties, with iwo or three exceptions, and most 
of the towns, pay nothing, but look to the 
state for everything. This fosters a spirit of 
raternalism utterly repugnant to our theory 
of government and destructive of the Self- 
reliance and individuality of the citizen. In 
New England, the cradle of common school, 
where they have reached their greatest perfec- 
tion, the mudsill of the sygtem is local tax- 
ation supplemented by statd aid. We should 
profit by the experience of these older states 
and amend our system so as to conform to 
that which experlence has demonstrated to be 
best. Under the present law counties may 
impose upon themselves taxes to aid in the 


year's 
teachers 


support of schools, but they do not do it because 


the law is not compulsory, but merely per- 
missive It is not right for the state to bear 
neither is it expedient, 
The law should req@ire a part of it to be borne 
by the counties. This would not only be more 


equitable and just to. the taxpayers, but it 


would be te the best interest of the schools 
and teachers, who are the chief sufferers under 
the present unsatisfactory system. Under 
the proposed change patrons would feel more 
responsibility for and take more interest in 
their school and in the selection of teachers, 
the standard or scholarship in our country 
schools would be elevated and the results 
would ibe satisfactory to both patrons and 
teachers, that the amount of local taxation 
for the support of schools would be increased 
from year to year, the school term would be 
lengthened, teachers would be better paid, and 
the taxpayers would be better satisfied with 
the burden put upeén them. 

‘* *T therefore recommend that the law be so 


amended as to fix the state school fund at 


$1,000,000 per annum, to be distributed among 
the counties as now provided by law, but that 
the amount apportioned to no county shall be 
available untilg that county ehall have raised 
by taxation uffon the taxable property within 
its own borders, an amount not less than 40 
per cent of its share of the state school 
fun4.’ 

‘Since this recommendation to your honorable 
bodies I have seen ~o treason to change or 
modify my views on this subject. On the 
contrary, the experiences of the last year 
have confirmeid me in them, and I now think 
each county should be required, before it re- 
ceives its share of the state school fund, to raise 
Ly local taxation for the support of it schools 
2n amount not less ‘han 650 per cent of its 
ctate apportionment. The present system will 
never be satisfactory io either teachers or 
texpayers, because it is unwise, unfair, unjust 
and unheard of in any other state in the 
union. It is unwise because it makes free 
schools unpopular with taxpayers. and unfair 
and unjust because it makes a few counties 
beer all the burdens of the state government, 
and after doing this contribute to the pay- 
ment of pensions and the support of schools 
in all the other counties. This idea is more 
fully elaborated in another part of this mes- 
sage. 

Retrenchment Necessary. 

‘In 1883 the state tax levy was $2.50 on the 
thousand, but steadily increased year after 
year till in 1898 it had reached $6.21 on the 
thousand, notwithstanding the taxable values of 
the property of the state had in the mean- 
time increased more than a million dollars. 
The increase in the county rate in most of the 
counties had kept pace, as is almost inva- 
riably the casc, with the increase in the state 
rate, and when to these heavy state and county 
levies was added in the towns and cities a cgp- 
stautly increasing municipal rate, these ac- 
cumulated taxes becans 60 onerous that the 
taxpayers justly complained under the Burden, 
and all over tha state there was a demard for 
retrenchment. Believing this demand to be 
just, and that the psople cught not to be so 


heavily burdened, I, in a special message to 


— 


the general assembly in November, 1898, urged 
retrenchment, and the greatest possible re- 
duction in the state tax rate. To this en? 
[ recommended that the pansion laws be so 
amended as to grant pensions only to ‘those 
corfederate soldiers ani those widows of con- 
federate soldiers who actually nead the aid 
of the state to supply their nevessities and 
rave them from want.’ I also advised tlrat the 
act of a former icgislature adding, on paper, 
to the common school fund $400,000, but pro- 
viding no means of paying it be repealed. Af- 
ter much discussion the pension laws were left 
intact «nd the direct appropriation from the 
ftate treasury for the support of the common 
schools was fixed at $800,000 in addition to 
the poll taxes, the specific taxes, the hire of 
convicts, the half renta) of the state road, etc. 
Thus we were enabled to reduce the tax rate 
for the year 1899 from $6,21 to $5.36, and for 
the year 1900 to $5.20. 

“But at your last session so many extraor- 
dinary demands were made upon the treasury 
by the various institutions supported partly or 
wholly by.the state, that you, to meet these 
Gemands, raised the tax rate from $5.20 to 
$5.44, and this increase of 24 milfs will fall 
short by $74,000 of raising revenue sufficient 
to meet the appropriations made at your last 
session, notwithstanding the taxable values of 
the state have increased in the last three 
years more than forty-three millions of dol- 
lars. We are thus confronted with a deficiency 
in revenue of $74,000 in addition to the pea- 
sions allowed indigent widows and not yet 
paid, and more than a million which will be 
due the teachers of the common schools at the 
end of the present year, which can be met 
only in the unsatisfactory way of the past, by 
applying the money which ought to go to pay 
them next year to the payment of arrearages 
due them for work done in this. While the state 
has seldom, if ever, been more prosperous and 
neither her credit nor that of any other state 
haseven been better, the system heretofore em- 
ployed in the management of her fiscal affairs, 
so far as it relates to the common schools and 
pensions, is not satisfactory. We should be 
honest and candid with the teachers and pen- 
sioners and taxpayers, No statute should be 
allowed to remain on the books -declaring that 
teachers shall be paid monthly or even quar- 
terly, when no money is provided to pay them. 
it is misleading, unfair and unjusc. 


An Old Rule Suggested. 


“The enactment that indigent widows of de- 
ceased confederate soldiers shall be paid a 
pension of $60 a year when no money has been 
provided to pay them, is a delusion and a 
disappointment. When promises to pay money 
are made, no matter to whom, the money 
should be provided to meet them. Let us get 
back to the old rule, ‘pay as you go.” But 
how can we do this? There are but two ways, 
either increase taxes or reduce appropriations, 
The former remedy is not to be thought of. 
Taxes should not be increased for any purpose 
whatever, except those named in the consti- 
tution. We mist, therefore, reduce appropri- 
ations from the public treasury. 

“‘We cannot reduce appropriations to pay the 
principal and interest on the public debt, for 
these are fixed charges that must be met at 
whatever sacrifice, We cannot retrench in 
appropriations for the support of the civil es- 
tablishment, for the government of no other 
State in the union of the size and importance 
of Georgia is administered at less cost. We 
cannot afford to starve out institutions for the 
blind, the deaf, the insane, for this would be 
cruel and inhuman. In a word, there are but 
two appropriations we can reduce sc as to 
make any material reduction in the tax rate— 
the one for schoolg, the other for pensions. 
These two objects absorb nearly two-thirds of 
the entire income of the state. You may abol- 
ish every salary in the state and require every 
officers, legislative, executive and judicial, to 
work for nothing, and you would not reduce 
to any appreciable extent the rate of taxa- 
tion, if appropriations such as have been made 
in the recent past for schools and pensions 
continue to be made, But for these two drains 
on the treasury the state government could be 
supported and ample provision made for the 
public debt without levying a dollar of prop- 
erty tax. 


How To Reduce Taxes. 

“The rental of the state road, the licenses 
and specific taxes, and the hire of convicts, 
would pay all else and there would be a 
surplus left, I repeat, therefore, that the only 
places where the knife can be applied is to the 
appropriations for schools and pensions. Con- 
fine pensions to those surviving confederate 
soldiers and the widows of those who are dea4, 
who are physically unable to support them- 
selves by their labor and who have no other 
means of support, and confine your free schools 
to ‘the elementary branches of an English 
education only,” as provided by the consti- 
tution. In this way, and in no other way, 
can you materially reduce your tax rate. For 
purposes of higher education let each commu- 
nity impose local taxes to supplement the 
state’s appropriation. This is the law and this 
is equity and justice, and anything beyond this 
is unlawful, unnecessary and unjust. 

“The. present system of taking out of the 
state treasury all the money for the support 
of the schools and for our extravagant sys- 
tem of pensions, is unjust betause it forces 
the whole burden of the support of the state 
government upon a few counties, while all the 
Others contribute nothing. For the present 
year |11 counties out of the 137 draw out 
of.the treasury for schools and pensions alone 
more than they pay in for all purposes in 
taxes; 6 are about self-supporting, while the 
other 20 not only support their own schools 
and pay their own pensioners, but pay all the 


School for the Blind, School of Technology, 


the university with all of its branches—and 
all other expenses of the state of whatever 
character, The result of this vicious system 
is that taxpayers in the heavily burdened coun- 
ties, smarting under the injustice, dodge the 
taxgatherer and attempt by subterfuge to 
equalize between themselves and other tax- 
payers the burthen which the law fails to 
equalize, 

“The only objection I have heard to the re- 
version of the pension laws as sugmested, is 
that it will force applicants to take ‘the 
pauper oath.’ This is not a yalid objection. 
Old age is not dishonorable and honest pov- 
erty is no disgrace, especially when it is the 
result of the devotion of three or four years 
of the prime of one’s life to the service of the 
State as a soldier fighting her battles. The 
pension roll will still be a roll of honor. 

‘In opposition to the proposition to divide the 
burthen of the support of the common schools 
between the state and the counties, I have 
heard but two arguments, One is that ‘under 
the constitution of the state the rate of taxa- 
tion is uniform,’ .and.that, therefore, there is 
no injustice done the few eounties which bear 
all the burthens of government, and in ad- 
dition help other counties to pay their pen- 
sioners and teachers. It is true that the state 
taxe rate is uniform. in all the counties. but 
the county rates are not. When the tax- 
gatherer comes he consolidates the two and 
they become to the taxpayer one tax. Thus 
in some counties all property bears a much 
heavier burthen than in others, The object of 
education is to prepare the child for good cit- 
izenship, Good citizenship is as important to 
the county as to the state If, however, we 
lose sight of this higher aim and put it down 
on the sordid plane of dollars and cents, the 
county should help to bear the burthen, It 
is the counties that have to bear the burthen 
of court costs and the conviction of criminals. 
If education lessens crime it follows that the 
more and better the education the less amount 
of crime and the less court costs to try crim- 
inals. Hence, in order to reduce the cost to 
the counties of trying and convicting criminals, 
they can well afford to contribute to the edu- 
cation of their own children. What they lose 
in the one they gain in the other. The state 
is to an extent relieved of a burthen and the 
standard of intelligence and morality and good 
citizenship is elevated, and both the state 
and the county are equally benefited. When 
carefully considered, I do not believe any 
valid objection can be found to the proposi- 
tion to divide the burthen of the support of 
the schools between the county and the state, 
It is divided in all the states in which free 
schools have been most successful, Why not 
in Georgia? 

*‘But when you have instituted these reforms 
you will only have guarded fer the future 
against a recurrence of the unfortunate con- 
dition with which we have wrestled in the 
past. The millions of dollars due your teachers 
for work done during the present year will 
still be unpaid. Retrenchment and a revision 
of your school and pension laws will not have 
paid it. It is an honest debt and must be 
paid, The obligation on the state to pay it 
without unnecessary delay is legally and mor- 
ally as binding as the obligation to pay the 
salaries of your governor, the judges of your 
courts, the per diem of your legislators, or 
the principal and interest of your public debt. 
The fact that it is the result of a bad law 
does not relieve us from the obligation to 
pay, There are but two ways in which to 
do it; one is to levy a_ direct tax on the 
people to raise the money; the other is to bor- 
row the money and owe those who are able 
and willing to carry the debt, rather than your 
teachers who are neither able nor willing to 
do so. The idea of raising this deficiency by 
direct taxation is not to be entertained for a 
moment. Taxes are too high already. 

“I, therefore, recommend that an amendment 
of the constitution be submitted to the people 
at the nsext general election authorizing the 
issue of a sufficient amount of 3 per cent 
state bonds to pay the arrearages due teach- 
ers, these bonds to be paid off at the rate of 
a hundred thousand dollars a year out of the 
rental of the state road until all are paid. 
The remainder of the rental after applying @ 
hundred thousand dollars annually to the pay- 
ment of the bonds, to be applied as now, one- 
half to the school fund and the other half to 
general purposes.’’ 

Money for the Military. 

For the support of the state troops and to 
pay expenses of riot duty for the year 1902, the 
governor recommends an appropriation of $20,- 
000. A much larger.sum than this could be 
profitably employed, put under existing circum- 
stances and in view of the heavy appropriations 
already made for other purposes, this is deemed 
as large an amount as can in justice to the 
taxpayers be required of them at this time. 
This sum supplemented by a little over $27,- 
000 appropriated by congress to supply quar- 
termaster and ordinance stores, he says, will 
perhaps be sufficient to support the state troops 
decently during the next year. 

The claims of the state of Georgia against 
the United States on account of expenditures 
in organizing troops for the war with Spain 
bave all been adjusted, the last installment 
having been paid about four months ago. 

The total amount of the claims of the state 
filled with the auditor of the treasury for the 
war department was. $30,118.07. Of this 
amount, $1,203.08 was rejected by the auditor 
for want of proper vouchers. Hence the amount 
actually refunded to the state was $26,- 
914.99. - : : ca 
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diers’ home be appropriated at once for the 
rebuilding of the home, and also that $20.- 
000 be appropriated for its support and main- 
tenancé during the year. 

Governor Candler recommends that the laws 
be so amended as to require fire, marine and 
inland insurance companies to deposit with the 
state treasurer before doing business in this 
state $25,000, face value of the bonds of the 
United States, or of the recognized valid bonds 
of this state, instead of $10,000 as at present, 
and surety companies, by whatever name called, 
to deposit with the treasurer $50,000 of the 
same bonds required of fire insurance compa- 
nies. iustead of $25,000 as at present, and 
that all surety eompanies which make the re- 
quired deposit and comply with all other re- 
quirements of the law be received on all at- 
tachment bonds, bonds of all city, county and 
state officers, and bonds of executors, admin- 
istrators, guardians, trustees and all other 
tonds required to be made by order of any 

in this state. 

Changes in the Constitution. 

Governor Candler suggests that the follow- 
ing changes should be made in the state con- 
stitution: 

The ballot should be restricted. 

Provision shouwld be made for biennial ses- 
sions of the general assembly. 

The maximum rate of state taxation should 
be fixed in the constitution. 

A rule should be preseribed requiring that 
all appropriation bills be passed and submitted 
to the governor not less than ten days before 
the expiration by iimitation of the session, as 
a safeguard against hasty and extravagant 
appropciatipn of the public money. 

The governor and the judges of the superfor 
courts should be given power to order a change 
of venue in certain crimiizal cases. 

The machihery for authorizing the collection 
of local taxes for the support of common 
schools should be simplified. 

Instead of a constitutional convention, which 
is more or less of a disturbing factor, the 
gove-nor recommends that in order to effect 
the desired changes, a joint special commit- 
tee of the two houses of the general assembly 
be appointed to which shall be referred all 
propositions to amend the constitution, ana 
that this committee be instructed, after care- 
fully considering all proposed amendments sub- 
mitted to it, to report a bill embodying all such 
as they may deem necessary, at least twenty 
days before the expiration of the present ses- 
sion, so that their report may be acted upon 
before final aijournment and the amendments 
deemed by the general assembly advisable may 
be submitted to the people for ratification or 
rejection at the general election in October, 
1902. 

The governor recommends that there be sub- 
mitted to the people an amendment of the con- 
stitution permitting the legislature to exempt 
from taxation the property of colleges the 
title to which is vested tn a board of trustees 
solely for educational ourposes and not for in- 
dividual gain. The péople, he says, may be 
safely allowed to say at tfie ballot box if they 
can afford to trust the general assembly with 
such power. 

He urges the importance of providing for a 
change of venue in criminal cases where mob 
violence is threatened. 

Pardons and Paroles. 

Speaking of pardons, the governor says: 

‘‘It often occurs that petitions for the pardon 
of convicts confined in the penitentiary or the 
echaingangs are presented which appear to 
both the board of pardon and the executive to 
have in them some merit, and yet not sufficient 
to warrant an unconditional pardon. After a 
careful study of the matter the board submit- 
ted am opinion that under our constitution 
power to grant conditional pardons is vested 
in the governor. I made a thorough investi- ‘ 
gation of the subject, examining the authori- 
ties cited by the board and all others within 
my reach, and came to the conclusion that the 
board was right and that the constitution 
does give the governor the same power to 
grant conditional pardons that it gives him 
to grant absolute pardons, to commute sen- 
tences and grant reprieves. The power to do 
the greater act carries with it the power to 
do the less. But since the legislature had 
enacted no rules by which the governor may 
carry this power vested in him by the conati- 
tution into effect, and since none of my prede- 
cessors in office have ever exercised it, I did 
not feel warranted in assuming the responsi- 
bility without first having legislative authority 
to do so.’’ 

The governor is in full accord with the views 
of the prison commission on this subjett and 
recommends the adoption of a law providing 
for a system of paroles in such cases as may 
seem proper to the commission and the chief 
executive. 

Goverror Candler again calls attention to the 
necessity for pfeserving the colonial and con- 
federate records of the state, saying ‘In con- 
clusion. 

‘I theref 
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tile and superintend the publication in cheap 
but enduring form of all the unpublished of- 
ficia) records of our colonial, revolutionary and 
confederate periods.’’ 

The governor calls attention to the child 
labor question, and says while many liberal 
manufacturers observe strict rules against the 
employment of children under !2 years of 
age, there are others who do not, and for these 
latter compulscry laws are necessary, as well 
for the good of society as for the sake of hu- 
manity, and in all such cases the child should 
be put in school and protected, and the va- 
grancy laws should be vigorously enforced 
against the worthless parent. 

In conclusion, the governor says: 

‘‘T have in the foregoing pages discussed only 
somé of the most important matters that will 
claim your attention, and suggested such ac- 
tion as seems to ms to be expedient and neces- 
In the course of your deliberations many 
cther things will come before you for consider- 
ation. In these, as in those specially referred 


to, I will at all times be ready to give the 
members of the general assembly such infor- 
mation as it may be in my power to give, and 
I extend to each a cordial invitation to call 
on me a all times to confer about any matter 
in whi he or his people or the people of the 
state msy be interested.’’

Turned Down. 


PENN, OF JASPER, ELECTED 
MESSENGER OF THE SENATE 


Many Bills Introduced on Opening 
Day—Veterans Excused To At- 
tend Reunion—New Mem- 
bers Sworn In—Govern- 
or’s Message Read. 
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Georgia’s general assembly signalized 
the opening of its second session yester- 
day by showing a determination to get 
down to work. There appeared an ele- 
ment in the hovse which is opposed to 
the legislature's taking any junketing 
trip; to fairs during the session, and they 
eay that they are going to maintain 
that opvosition throughout. 

The invitation to go to Macon to at- 
tend the Confederate Veterans’ reunion 
and the Elks’ carnival was turned down 
by the house by a vote of 71 to 66. 

The governor's message was read in 
the house as soon as it was received from 
the chief executive. 

Thomas R. Penn, of Jasper county, 
was elected messenger of the house on 
the second ballot to succeed the late F. 
H. Durham. He was chosen out of eight 
candidates. 

The confederate veterans in the house 
were excused for two days to attend the 
reunion at Macon. 

Among the important bills introduced 
in the house was one by Mr. Park, of 
Greene, to change the law so that three- 
fourths of a jury in any case, civil or 
criminal, can render a verdict without 
the consent of the other fourth. This 
would reduce the chances for a mistrial 
to a minimum. 

Another Farm Wanted. 

Mr. Symons, of Glynn, in troduced a 
bill providing for the establishment of an 
experiment farm somewhere in south 
Georgia. The object of such a farm 
will be principally to experiment with 
cane and cassava, Which are among the 
coming products of that section.

The Day in the House. 

The house was called to order at 10 
o’clock by Speaker Little and the session 
Was opened with prayer by Chaplain Rob- 
ert H. Harris, of Thomas county, after 
which the roll call showed all but two 
members present. 

A message from the senate nctified ths 
house of the passage of a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee to notify 
the governor that the legislature was in 
session and ready for the transaction of 
business. The house concurred in the 
resolution, and Messrs. Slaton, of Fulton, 
and Harkins, of Gordon, were named to 
join Senator Ellis in so notifying the ‘gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, moved a svspen- 
sion of the rules for the purpose of elect- 
ing a messenger, but the motion was 
withdrawn until the two rew members 
could be eworn in. 

The call of the rcll of counties for the 
introduction of new business had not 
proceeded far when the governor’s mes- 
sage was brought ir by Executive Secre- 
tary Hitch, and on motion, was taken up 
and read at orce. It was decided to 
have 500 copies printed for the use of the

Will Not Go to Macon. 

An invitation was read at this point from 
Representatives Kilburn, Hall and Fel- 
der, of Bibb, asking the house and sen- 
ate to visit Maicon during the reunion 
of the Confederate Veterans and the 
Elks’ carnival. 

Mr. Slaton introduced a joint resolu- 
tion providing that the invitation be ac- 
cepted by the house, the senate con- 
curring; that the members adjourn for 
that purpose today, October 24, and that 
the day be declared a dies non and not 
counted in the fifty days of the session. 

Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, spoke against 
the adoption of the resolution. While 
he appreciated the act of courtesy in 
extending the invitation he said the leg- 
isiature had met for business and the 
ag Should stay here and attend 
o it. 

Mr. Slaton urged the acceptance of the 
invitation, saying nothing could be lost 
by it, as the day would not be counted in 
the session. 

Mr. Hardwick opposed the resolution, 
while Mr. Felder, of Bibb, urged its ac- 
ceptance and said the people of his coun- 
ty would promise the legislators a good 
time. 

Mr. Morris, of Cobb, moved to table 
Mr. Slaton's resolution. The motion was 
carried by a vote of 71 to 6 and’ the Ma- 
con trip was cut out. 

Mr. Grice says there will be opposition 
this year to every one of these invita- 
tions. 

“There is no agreement that I know of 
to oppose these invitations, but I have 
heard a number of members discuss the 
matter, and I know. many will vote 
against them. Why, after a while we 
would be attending county fairs. It is ri- 
diculous, and I think it is our duty to 
Stay here and stick to business until we 
get through.” 

The action of Mr. Slaton in introducing 
the resolution was one of courtesy to the 
Macon delegation. There is a fair in prog- 
ress in Macon as well as in Atlanta, and 
it was desired to give the members an 
opportunity to go there. Mr. Slaton said 
in view of the fact that little business 
is done at the first of the session, noth- 
ing could be lost by taking off one day 
now and adding it on to the end of the 
session, 


Members Who Have Died. 

Upon motion of Mr. Stevens, of Ogle- 
thorpe, the following committee was 
named by Speaker Little to draft suita- 
ble resolutions upon the death of Hon. 
J. H. McWhorter, of Oglethorpe: Messrs. 
Stevens, Steed, Burnett, Hutchens and 
Wright, of Floyd. 

The following committee was named 
upon motion of Mr. Tarver, of Jefferson, 
to draft suitable resolutions relating to 
the death of Hon. G. D. Johnson, of Jef- 
ferson; Messrs. Tarver, Boswell, Knowles, 
Hardwick and Dale. 

W. M. Willingham and T. P. Johnson, 
the new members from Oglethorpe and 
Jefferson, respectively, were sworn in by 
Justice Lumpkin, of the supreme court, 
and immediately after this the election 
of messenger was taken up. 

Penn Won on Second Ballot. 

Nine candidates were nominated for 
messenger of the house to succeed the 
late Messenger Durham, as follows: John 
W. McCurdy, of DeKalb: Dr. O. H. Can- 
tril, of Butts: A. K. Ramsay, of Mur- 
ray; G. A. Coffee, of Gordon; H. W. Pow- 
ell, of Dooly; Thomas R. Penn, of Jas- 
per; W. B. Thomas, of Telfair, and W. 
F. Milner, of Fulton. 

Penn led with 45 votes on the first bal- 
lot, but there was no election. During 
the call of the roll the names of all the 
other candidates were withdrawn one by 
one until at the close Penn had 133 votes 
and was declared elected accordingly: 

Mr. Penn is an _  0old | confederate 
soldier of Jasper county, and is 
editor of The Jasper County News, 
of Monticello. He fought on the confed- 
erate cruiser Alabama under Admiral 
Semmes and was a brave and fearless sol- 
dier and sallor. 

A resolution by Mr. Felder was adopted 
excusing all the confederate veterans 
who are members of the house on Octo- 
ber 24 and 25 that they may attend the 
veterans’ reunion in Macon. 

A resolution by Mr. Grice thanking 
the members from Bibb and regretting 
the legislature could not accept the in- 
vitation to visit that city today was 
adopted. 

Railroad Tax Returns. 

Two bills were introduced by Mr. John- 
son, of Bartow, looking to making cer- 
tain important changes in the matter of 
arbitrating railroad tax returns. The 
first of these provides for an amendment 
to section 807 of the code providing that 
in the event of the failure of the first 
arbitrators to agree on an umpire, two 
arbitrators to represent the state shall 
be appointed by the comptroller general 
instead of by the governor, as the law 
now requires. 

The other bill provided for an amend- 
ment to section 808 of the code so that the 
comptroller general may name any ‘‘com- 
petent citizen’? as an arbitrator in case 
of disputed railroad tax returns, instead 
of being required to name a member of 
the railroad commission.

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THREE HORSES ARE KILLED 
AND JOCKEY OLSEN HURT 


New York, October 23.—A chapter of 
accidents marred the racing at Morris 
park today and resulted in the death of 
three horses and perhaps fatal injuries 
to little Olsen, the jockey. Three other 
boys had narrow escapes. 

In the first race King T. fell at the 
water jump directly in front of the 
grand stand and broke his neck, Berry, 
the jockey, escaping injury. 

In the fifth race three horses went 
down and Olsen, who had the mount on 
Timothy Foley,was badly hurt. The doc- 
tors said they feared a fracture at the 
base of the skull.

GOOD HOUSES ARE 


SCARCE BUT NO 
BOOM. 


Increasing Pepulation Causes Dearth 
of Vacant Houses in Atlanta. 


BUSINESS PROPERTY FIRM 


Renting Agents Say First-Class Va- 
cant Residences Are Not To Be 
Had—No Speculative Buy- 
ing — Prices Very 
Reasonable. 


The unusual scarcity of firstclass vacant 
houses in Atlanta has caused much com- 
ment in real estate circles recently. The 
expression, “house famine,”’ has been 
more than once used in connection with 
the present state of affairs, though it 
would seem that the dearth of vacant 
houses is caused more by a healthy influx 
of new population and a desire of those 
already here to move into better quar- 
ters than by any undue holding of va- 
cant lots for speculation. In fact, new 
houses were never being put up more 
rapidly. 

Real estate agents say that there is no 
boom; that property is steady, but not 
high, and that rents have not advanced 
to any considerable extent. Some even 
state that property here is in many in- 
stances lower than in 1890, but all concur 
in the opinion that there never was a 
time when good residence and business 
property could so easily find tenants or 
ylelded a better net income on purchase 
price. 

E. P. Black, when seen yesterday by a 
Constitution reporter, said: ‘Yes, there 
is a house famine. Pfactically no first- 
class houses are for rent. This is espe- 
clally true of the north side. I could lay 
the foundations of a dozen houses and 
have tenants for them at good prices 
before I began the framework. The de- 
mand for real estate just now is rather 
dull, but healthy. There is no specula- 
tive buying. What buying is done is by 
home-seekers and investors. The demand 
for business property is very good.” 

“There i sa scarcity of houses,”’ said 
John J. Woodside, ‘“‘but nothing phenome- 
nal. I could not call it a house famine. 
You can say this, however: neat houses 
in good condition and at reasonable 
rental are in demand and are rented with- 
out the least difficulty.’’ 

L. D. Morris spoke in no uncertain 
terms of the scarcity of vacant houses. 
“We have fewer vacant houses on our 
books,’’ said he, ‘‘than at any time dur- 
ing the past ten years. See hére—”’ and 
he unfolded the rent sheet issued by his 
firm. “Only two nine-room houses for 
rent,’’ said he. 


are not to be had. A gentleman here in 
Atlanta built three large new houses on 
North avenue recently, and rented them 
all two months before they were fin- 
ished. " 

“Business property, too,” he continued, 
“is hard to get. Some parties within the 
last few days wanted to establish a shoe 
store somewhere on. Peachtree street, 
but could not find a good store for rent.’’ 

Will Ansley, of the firm of Cliff W. & 
Will 8. Ansley, denied emphatically that 
there was any room in real estate, but 
said there was a dearth of vacant prop- 
erty. 

“This curious condftion of affairs ex- 
ists,’’ explained Mr. Ansley. “There are 
few houses to rent, but no boom in real 
estate. An erroneous impression has 


building boom and a so-called house fam- 
ine here in Atlanta we are in the midst 
of a real estate boom. Nothing could be 
farther from the true state of affairs. 
Property is not high, but in some in- 
stances quite low—lower than in 1890, be- 
for the great boom of 1893. There never 
a time wheh you could pick up real es- 
tate at more reasonable prices, especially 
when we consider the good rental derived 
from desirable property. The fact is, 
there are a great many places offered for 
sale on which the purchaser could realize 
a net income of 7 and 8 per cent. I 
know of instances where modern house 
and lot are offered for sale at less—much 
less—than the cost of the house alone. 
‘‘We may be on the verge of a boom,” 
he went on; “in fact, a boom is inevita- 
ble if present conditions continue. But 
is has not come yet. The reason is found 
in the fact that real estate has been dis- 
criminated against ever since the panic, 
and a large amount of property is still on 
the market. When the panic came peo- 
ple made a rush to get rid of their real 
estate and put it into stocks and bonds. 
In this way the market was crowded with 
property for sale, and the effect of this 
has not been overcome yet. Then, for a 
while investors found it profitable to loan 
their money instead of investing it in 
real estate. Now that eastern money is 
so cheap here, they cannot do this. They 
must seek other forms of investment. 
The prseent healthy condition of real 
estate in Atlanta will induce them to re- 


invest and this fact, coupled with the 
facility of renting out good property, will 
certainly cause a decided advance in 
rices before long. At present, however, 
they are reasonable and even low.”’ Ho 
thought that the dearth of vacant houses 
was caused by a rapidly inCTSOMENS pop- 
ulation with which the construction of 
new houses was hardly able to keep pace.
